CROPS. BRING IMMENSE VALUES 


BY WILLIAM COX REDFIELD. 
(Secretary of Commerce.) 
Washington. D. C., Jan.‘3.—[{Special.}—It 
is both important and dificult to put into 
a brief compass a well balanced statement 
concerning present commercial and indus- 

trial conditions. 

It is important because many statements 
are current that are ignorant or partial, or 
which, for partisan purposes, exaggerate 
some features of the situation while ignoring 
others, 

Yet, in discussing a subject of so much im- 
portance to us all, sobriety of thought is 
imperative. It is equally necessary to be 
brief, that busy people may read what is 
written. To cover, however, so vast a Held 
and to do it with brevity is not easy. 


Weather Makes Many Unemployed. 

At this season of the year weather condi- 
tions require laying off large numbers of 
men employed on outdoor work of many 
kinds. One regrets that this is so. It would 
be much better for all if these men could find 
work throughout the winter. But 80 long 
as rivera will freeze and snow will cover the 
frozen soil on our farms, and the winter 
storms prevent lake navigation, men in such 
occupations will be temporarily laid off. 

Neither can railways keep their forces go- 
ing or contractors continue to work under 
such conditions. In some industries, also, it 

ie n closing and 
for taking inventory. N 

If one were minded to aden only those 
things that were worst in current conditions 
it would be easy out of the facts briefly re- 
viewed above to make a sad picture; but the 
gloom thus exposed to the public eye would 
not justify the prophecies of disaster that 
have been based upon it. 

It is always easy in 80 large a country as 
this to find a basis for vocal pessimism, We 
need not be disturbed thereby: there is plenty 
to be said on the other side. 


Value of Crops Great. 

Looking now at the broader features of 
commerce, tne facts are such as should fill 
us all with hope. There is little in them to 
justify either doubt for the present or fear 
for the future 

In the south the cotton crop is being mar- 
keted at such prices as to bring its value, 
including by-products, up to a total larger 
than ever before. 

In the central and western portions of the 
country the value of the important farm 
crops is greater even than the wonderful 
record of a year ago. Even the cloud that 
fell upon our corn harvest in some states 
has been in part dispelled by the increased 
value to the farmer of what remained, and 
the bumper crop of wheat has very largely 
relieved the entire situation. 

The crop of winter wheat already planted . 
to mature next summer is not only in finer 
condition than a year ago but is of much 
larger extent, promising well for the future 
if weather conditions prove favorable and 
certainly justifying no present anxiety. 


False “Wolf” Cry Raised. 
Turning to our industries, one is met with 
the cry of factories closing down and men 
discharged, and sad tales of evil are paraded 
for purely political purposes before the pub- 
lic eye. True, a great commercial journal 
in the last days of December states that 
there is a wholesome reaction against the 
scare interviews and that even protection- 
ists are inclined to deprecate the extreme 
predictions of disaster, ruin, and panic that 
have been in circulation. 

There has been a rather sorry spectacie 
of representatives in congress emphasizing 
the difficulties to be encountered by the busi- 
ness world and otherwise aiding the feeling 
of depression, willing to be promoters of dis- 
aster if so be partisan profit can be made 
thereby. 

One does not need to be worried by this 
ery of wolf, for the cry has been made be- 
fore and the wolf did not come. Nor is the 
present situation anything like as sad as 
these prophets of evil would, for their own 
purposes, seem to wish it to be. 


Tariff Scare Talk Upset. 

We do not have to lok back far to hear 
predictions that with the coming of the new 
‘tariff there would also come what was de- 
scribed ‘as the flooding of our markets with 
the cheap wares of Europe. Indeed, we were 
specifically told that many millions in value 
of foreign goods were waiting in our custom 
houses to be unloaded upon our patient 
public as soon as the new tariff took effect. 
But the tariff has now been in effect nearly 
three months and neither the flooding nor 
the unloading has happened. 

On the contrary, the imports for October 
and November are less than for the corre- 
sponding months a year ago, The competi- 
tion of the pauper labor of Europe which 
was to overwhelm us is not here. The preach- 
ers of disaster saw visions and dreamed 
dreams, But experience thus far has shown 
no evil more tangible than the ghosts of these 
prophets’ imagination. 

On the other hand, never was the competing 
power of American manufacturers in kor- 
eign markets more clearly visible than now, 
for side by side with the diminished or sta- 
Senay SBOE, BAS en Se om, Seca Be 
the exports.

The crash, followed by screams, wae heard 
for several blocks. A passing automobile 
whizzed down the street to the Maxwell 
street police station, and while the Maxwell 
ambulance was rushing to the scene further 
aid was demanded from the Degsplaines and 
Lake street stations. Before any of the am- 
bulances arrived a dozen physicians from 
the neighborhood were there directing the 
rescue work. 

Most of the injured were carried into a 
drug store. From there they were taken to 
the county hospital a short distance away 
and the Jefferson Park hospital, 

With the clanging of the police ambulance 
gongs came the sound of a heavier gong, and 
down the street came two fire engines and » 
hook ladder truck. The firemen dashed. 
into thé car with axes, while the police re- 
serves held back the crowd of several hun- 
} dred spectators. The firemen cut away the 
wreckage 80 they could extgicate the pas- 
sengers, some of them unconscious from 
their injurtes. ;

A NEW RELIGION: 
ASSAILS DOGMAS 


Church of Future, Me Says, 
Will Revere Jesus More and 
Rob Death of Terror. 


SPURNS BIBLICAL STORIES 


Garden of Eden and Other Beliefs 
Held Impossible; Would Call 
God Dur Father. 9 


VIEWS MOST RADICAL IN YEARS 


Boston, Mass., Jan. 3.—[Special.]—A new 
interpretation of the Divine Being was ad- 
vanced today by President Emeritus Charies 
W. Eliot of Harvard in a continuation of his 
predictions on the religion of the future. 

Dr. Eliot would bar the word God and 
substitute Our Father.“ Nothing so rad- 
ical as his ideas on the appellation of the 
Divine Being has been advanced for many 
years. This statement has been published 
by the American Unitarian association. 

This twentieth century Christianity of Dr. 
Eliot does not believe in the Garden of Eden. 
The serpent te pting Eve and then tempting 
Adam he turns over tothe rubbish heap. He 
says God did not make man out of the dust 
of the ground; God did not turn stonemason 
and give into the hands of Moses the ten 
commandments; neither did the sun stand 
still for Joshua; neither did Jonah go through 
his thrilling experience in the closed quarters 
of the whale. 


No Dogmas in New Religion. 
These and other stories Dr. Eliot would 
designate pleasant reading, but not for be- 
lief. There will be nothing like dogmas or 
creed in this twentieth century religion. No 
miracle will be found in it. 


Men of science,” Dr. Eliot says, have 


no faith in magic or miracle.“ 

Dr. Bliot’s religion will stop speculation in 
theology. It puts a damper on future schools 
of theology, like that which has been the 
Ger- 
many. The church of the future wm have 
more reverence for the personality of Jesus, 
will prefer liberty to authority, will rob death 
of its terror. 


Scorns Old Biblical Legends. 

No thinking person now accepts as any- 
thing but primitive myths of fariciful poetry 
the story of the Garden of Eden,” Dr. Eliot 
says, or the portrait of God in the second 
chapter of Genesis as a being who worked 
man out of the dust of the ground, as a child 
fashions an image out of snow or clay. 

“The creator is for modern men a sleep- 
less, active energy, and will, which yester- 
day, today, and forever actuates all things 
as the human spirit actuates its own body, so 
small, and yet so inconceivably complex. 

“ By savage man the gods were recognized 
chiefly 
nature—in the lightning, the earthquake, the 
flood, and the drought, the volcano, and the 
mighty wind. 

“Twentieth century people recognize God 
chiefly in the wonderful energies of sound, 
light, and electricity; in the vital processes 
of plants and animals, in human loves and 

aspirations, and in the oye of human 
society.“

MOYER CASE BEFORE GRAND JURY 


(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Houghton, Mich., Jan. 3.—[Special.]—The 
United States. government mediator has 
failed in his efforts to settle the conflict be- 
tween the striking miners of the Calumet dis- 
trict and the mine managers. John B. Dens- 
more, solicitor of the department of labor, 
announced at 10 o'clock tonight that he was 
unable to bring about a truce. 

The mine managers refused absolutely to 
meet the terms of the Western Federation | 
of Miners. \ 

Mr. Densmore has been in the district for 
four days in conferences with the officials of 
the Western federation and the mine maa- 
agers. He was sent here by the federal de- 
partment of labor as a commissioner of medi- 
ation with full power to offer the govern- 
ments mediation. 

Densmore Ends Negotiations. 

All negotiations are offt, Mr. Densmore 
said after a conference with O. N. Hilton, at- 
torney for the Western Federation of Miners, 
and Claude O. Taylor, president of the Mictu- 
gan Federation 6f Labor. | “i 

The mine te give in 
to ts tak elk Ube Ak in any way satis- 
factory to the officials of the Western Fed- 
eration of Miners, and there is nothing else 
I can do. The officials of the union would 
have been willing to call off the strike and 
withdraw from the district if the men who 
are on strike now should have been employed 
without giving up their union cards. 

“The only proposal which the mine man- 
agers submitted was that a secret vote of 
the miners now on strike be taken, on the 
ground thet à majority of the strikers want 
to return to work now but are unwilling to 
express themselves publicly. 

“Tonight I put the mine officials’ plan up 
to the officials of the Western federation, but 
it was refused. They will not agree to that. 
They say they believe they know the atti- 
tude of the men.“ 

Union to Renew Battle. 

Mr. Densmore came with strong hopes that 
he would be able to reach a basis for a peace- 
ful settlement. Some weeks ago he was able 
to settle the Indianapolis street car strike. 
He Has done considerable work in settling 
disputes since he has been with the depart- 
ment of labor under Secretary Wilson, 

Attorney Hilton, representing the Western 
Federation, said the breaking off of negotia- 
tions which the government mediator has 
been carrying on means the vigorous prose- 
cution of the strike until it is won. 

“We will use every means in our power to 
win. this strike, he said late tonight. The 
miné managers have the autocratic belief 
that they can absolutely dominate this dis- 
trict. The Western Federation of Miners will | 
carry this struggle to the bitter end, We 
will unionize the copper range district if it 
takes years to do it. 4 

Miners Willing to Arbitrate, 

“The Western Federation of Miners is: 
willing to arbitrate, and has been, but we) 
will not arbitrate upon the terms that are 
dictated by the mine managers.” 

The failure of negotiations today means 
the return of Charles H. Moyer, president 
of the Western Federation of Miners, who 
was deported from the district a week ago 
and who is now in Chicago. It also means |

Attack on Moyer Up to Grand Jury. 

The Houghton county grand jury was spe- 
cifically charged today by Judge H. H. 
O’Brien of the Circuit court to investigate 
the kidnaping of Moyer. 

The attention of the grand jury—the first 
grand jury the county ever assembied—was 
called to the kidnapping statute in Michigan, 
which provides an indeterminate prison sen- 
tence and a heavy fine for taking persons 
from the state without legal process against 


their wills. Moyer was forcibly deported, 


beaten, and shot. 

“If the jury believes there is reasonable 
amount of evidence pointing toward persons 
connected with the kidnaping, they are to 
be investigated and indicted,’’ Judge O’Brien 
charged. 


Makeup of the Grand Jury. 

The grand jury is made up of James Mac- 
Waughton’s chauffeur, Edgar Bye, several 
mine superintendents, and two Socialists. 
The evidence is being placed before the 
grand jury by George Nichols, a special 
prosecutor appointed by Gov. Ferris to con- 
duct the investigation. 

The statute under which Judge O’Brien or- 


_ @ered the jury to proceed is the one under 


which the indictment of two detectives at- 
tached to the states attorney’s office of Cook 
county, Illinois, was caused for kidnaping 
Charles Schartenberg six months ago. 

Judge O’Brien has been condemned by the 
mine managers and the members of the Citi- 
gens’ alliance without mercy. Placards 
charging that he tried to mediate the strike 
in the cause of the Western Federation of 
Miners have been posted on the bill boards 
in Calumet township, and in the Calumet 
and Hecla stamp mills one of the largest 
posters is displayed. 


Judge’s Kin Socially Ostracized. 
The bitter personal attack which was made 
on the Circuit judge followed his decision 
two months ago dissolving an injunction 
against picketing which had been issued at 
the instance of the mine managers against 
the strikers. The feeling has become 80 bit- 


ter that the members of the Citizens’ alliance 


refrain from greeting the judge when he 
passes on the street, and he never is referred 
to in conversation by the title of judge. 

The bitterness not only exists among the 
men but has been carried to the women and 
children. A son of a member of the Citizens’ 
alliance was giving, a party last night. The 
son asked his mother if he couldn't invite 
Judge O’Brien’s boy. 

“You can’t have that boy,” his mother 
warned. His father belongs to the striking 
miners. I just won't have that horrible boy 
in my house.” 

Judge O’Brien was elected by the labor 
vote of Houghton, Keweenaw, and Ontona- 
gon counties, which comprise his district. 
His practice as a lawyer was against the 
mine managers usually in the prosecution of 
personal injury suits. 


Supreme Court Reverses O’Brien, 

After Judge O’Brien dissolved the injunc- 
tion the state Supreme court issued a man- 
damus order that he should continue the 
injuriction against picketing in force. Im- 
mediately 139 men were arrested for violat- 
ing the order of the court. They were brought 
before Judge O’Brien and found guilty. But 
the eourt did not punish them. He found 
them guilty and granted a suspension of sen- 
tence, allowing them to go free. 

His opinion, which is a part of the court rea- 
ord of Houghton county, gives the judicial 
cognizance to the principles which have ac- 
tuated the strike here: capitalism against 
trade unionism. 

The utterances of the court in that opinion 
have turned the town of Houghton against 


him almost to a man, except the labor or- 
ganization members. 


Triple Elling Follows Decision. 

Immediately following the decision, three 
Croatians: were killed in Painesdale. The 
Citizens’ alliance charged Judge O' Brien's 
action was directly responsible for the triple 
murder. On the other hand, it is charged 
by the leaders of the strikers that deputies 
murdered the men to turn public sentiment 
against Judge O’Brien and the strikers. 

Detectives have been working on the mur- 
der, but there is no evidence against any 
persons yet. 

Judge O’Brien side hie view of the situation 
today briefly. 

I tried to be fair and followed the law,” 
he said, but there are two sentiments here, 
and any man who takes the fair, unbiased 
view of the situation is bound to be con- 
demned. But I intend to hold my seat as 
judge of this court until my term expires 
five years henc® and no amount of defama- 
tion can drive me off the bench.“ 


Opinion Freeing Union Pickets, 

The opinion of the court at the time of the 
suspension of sentence on the 189 pickets 
follows: 

“ Since the twenty-third day of July, 10138. 
a general strike has existed against all the 
mines of the complainants. Before tha 
strike occurred the respondents were un- 
doubtedly peaceabié and law abiding cit 
zens or residents either of Houghton county 
or of Keweenaw county. 

Before the strike was called their rep- 
resentatives sent through the mail certain 
demands in writ'ng relating to a readjust- 


ment of the wages and the terms of employ- 


ment for the underground work in the com- 
plainants’ mines. The complainants paid no

The good offices of the governor of this 
State in his endeavor to bring the strike to 
an end were rejected by the complainants

Recalls Refusal of Mediation. 
“The federal government aleo attempted 


to intervene in the strike and the complain- 
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the arth the mining companies to crush out 
of organization among their em- 


It ia easy to understand then how 


such a at le as their economic enemy. 

“Nothing has been done by the complain- 
ants te conciliate these strikers, who in the 
past had been their loyal and efficient em 
ployés. Everything has been done to increase 
their bitterness and hostility. Ordinarily 
they were peaceable and law abiding. Their 
work in the mine requires at least average in- 
telligence and steadiness and courage of a 
high order. 

“ According to the moral code of the re- 
spondents, one who goes to work during a 
strike is a traitor to their cause. According 
to the complainants, such a man is a hero, to 
be admired and protected. We can thus see 
how the class interest of each of the parties 
to this cause inspires and develops its own 
moral code. 


Points Difficulty of Adjudging. 

“1 am stripping this situation bare so that 
every one will understand how difficult is the 
administration of law during a great indus- 
trial controversy which raises such serious 
fundamental issues. To the mere surtace 
thinker these matters are un!mportant, but 
to the serious student of our industrial prob- 
lem they raise grave questions that cannot 
be settled without mutual forbearance and 
conciliation. 

But notwithstanding the belief of the 
respondents in the justice of their cause, it 
must still be remembered that no man or 


themselves. The law is simply the concrete 
expression of those rules that experience has 
taught to be for the best interests of all the 
people. 

There is no rule of law better settled than 

this: That every man has a right under the 
law, as between himself and his fellows, to 
full freedom of disposing of his own labor 
and his Gwn capital at his own will. It fo’ 
lows that every other person is subject to the 
correlative duty arising therefrom and is 
prohibited from an obstruction to the fullest 
exercise of this right, which can be made 
compatible with the exercise of similar rights 
by others. 
The Supreme court of this state has said, 
„the highways and public streets must be 
free to all for purposes of trade, commerce. 
and labor. The law protects the seller, the 
merchant, the manufacturer, and the laborer 
in the right to walk the streets unmolested.’ 
[Beck va. Teamsters’ Protective union, 118 
Mich., 520.] 


Holds Offenses Unintentional. 


“I am still of the opinion, however, that 
the men who are on strike in this controversy 
if they once thoroughly understand the law, 
will endeavor to cheerfully obey it. I do not 
believe there is any desire upon their part to 
commit acts that involve them in a contempt 
ot this court. They say in their answer they 
have endeavored to live up to the terms of 
the injunction. They are permitted to peace- 
ably assemble and to peaceably pa rade and to 
propagate their cause by peaceable persua- 
sion. 

“The best interests of the laboring class, 

as well as of the capitalists, rests in a cheer- 
ful acquiescence in the orders and decrees of 
our courts. 
Because I believe that these men have 
been carried away by their enthusiasm for 
a cause rather than from any intention to 
deliberately disrespect and disobey the or- 
ders of the court, I am going to give these re- 
spondents an opportunity to show by their 
behavior that they have as much respect for 
the decisions of the court as their fellow 
citizens." 


NO RECOGNITION FOR UNION. 

Boston, Mass., Jan. 3.—The Calumet and 
Hecla Mining company will continue to re- 
on to the Western Federation 
of Miners or to employ its members, officers 
of the company declared in a statement to- 
night regarding the strike at their mines. 

The copper country.“ said the statement, 
“has for fifty years enjoyed industrial peace 
and our relations with our men have been 
mutually satisfactory. We never have, and 
do not now discriminate in the employment 
between those who do and those who do not 
belong to labor organizations. 

“We have, however, during the pending 
strike refused, and must continue to refuse 
to give recognition to the Western Federation 
of Miners or to employ its members for rea- 
sons peculiar to that organization.” 

The statement severely arraigned the pol- 
icy of the federation, adding: 

“ The great: majority of the employéa have 
voluntarily and spontaneously petitioned us 
never to recognize this organization or em- 
ploy its members. 


Officers Deplore Tragedy. 

The statement also said: 

“The company with all the officers and 
employés of the mines join in deploring the 
unhappy; accident which destroyed the 
Christmas happiness of so many of our fellow 
citizens, and we have been anxious and ready 
to give every assistance to our stricken fel- 
lows that lies within our power. 

“The company will continue to do every- 
thing in its power to contribute to the safety, 
comfort, and happiness of its employés. 

„The company desires and will endeavor to 
make hours, wages, and working conditions 
equal or superior to those obtaining in any 
copper mines at home or abroad.“ 

The officers who issued the statement were 
President Q. A. Shaw, R. L. Agassiz, vice 
president, and James MacNaughton, 8 
manager.

Women and Children Among 
Those Who Seek Safety 
as Battle Rages, 


WILSON AND LIND SILENT. 


President Refuses to Tell What 
Issues Were Discussed 
with Envoy. 


Presidio, Tex., Jan. 3.—Fieeing from the 
heaviest firing in all the five days’ battle be- 
tween the federals at Ojinaga. Mexico, and 
Gen. Ortega'’s rebel army, which is sur- 
rounding the village, women, children, and 
deserting soldiere flocked to the border and 
crossed the river in such numbers today that 
the United States border patrol and the Red 
Cross faced a serious problem of feeding the 
refugees. 

It was necessary to permit food to be sent 
across the river to save the lives of women, 
children, and wounded federals. For such 
as waded through the river there was no 
shelter. The church and the few buildings 
here had been converted into Red Cross hos- 
pitals. 

Maj. Michael W. McNamee, commanding 
officer of the patrol, also received a few 
federal deserters and held them prisoners on 
this side. 

At remote points wounded rebele also came 
to the river. Maj. McNamee extended to the 
combatants of both sides such aid as human- 
ity dictated. 


Battle Result in Doubt. 

Though the battle between the 4,000 de- 
fending federals and 6,000 or more rebels 
progressed until late in the day, it re- 
mained undecided at nightfall. The rebels 
put their artillery into action. One shell 
alone, it was observed through field glasses, 
brought seventy-six soldiers to the ground. 

Observers on the American side were of the 
opinion that the total wounded may be 700 
or $0, while the number of killed would be 
less than half of that number. 

Toward night the firing of the rebels slack- 
ened. This was followed at once by the 
silencing of the federal arms. 


Four Executed at Juarez. 

Juarez, Mexico, Jan. 3.— Four men, charged 
with having cried, “ Viva Orosco! were 
executed in an alley in Juarez today. The 
men were first held on suspicion of being 
Huerta sympathizers. In a fight preceding 
the execution a rebel lieutenant was fatally 
shot. Pascual Orozco is one of the federal 
generals at Ojinaga. 


WILSON SILENT ON LIND. 

Pass Christian, Miss., Jan. 3.— With the de- 
parture late today of the scout cruiser Ches- 
ter, bearing John Lind, the president's per- 
sonal envoy, back to Mexico to continue his 
observations of Mexican affairs, the mystery 
which has enveloped Mr. Lind’s visit to Pres- 
ident Wilson was only partly cleared. 

Just why the nation’s chief executive de- 
cided not to permit Mr. Lind to have any 
Shore leave and took upon himeelf the 
inconvenience of being transshipped four 
times at sea, has not been explained. 

President Wilson volunteered no explana- 
tion, but one of the suppositions current is 
that he did not wish the special envoy to be 
subjected to the inquisition of correspond- 
ents. Another theory is that the president 
‘desired to show Mexico that there is no 
changesin the American policy and no actual 
interruption of Mr. Lind's mission to Mexico. 
The president was the only source of in- 
formation concerning the conference with 
Mr. Lind. He spoke of it today only in-broad 
generalities, saying nothing specific had been 
developed and that nothing of any definite 
character occasioned the meeting. The pres- 
ident asserted that he discussed no particu- 
lar plan of action. 


WARNED TO REMAIN AWAY. 

Washington, D. C., Jan 83—Warning to 
Americans who have left Mexico against re- 
turning to that country was issued late today 
by the state department. 

The information in the possession of the 
department, an official statement says, in- 
dicates that economic and political condi- 
tions have not changed in such a way as to 
justify an attempt to return to Mexico and 
resume industrial operations there, and that 
any purpose to take such a step is due to 
misunderstanding or to misrepresentations 
as to the actual conditions and prospect at 
the present moment. 


HUERTA CABLES WILSON. 
[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

Mexico City, Jan. 3.—Huerta is jubilant 
because in his opinion the administration 
has had the most successful week of his 
régime. Huerta’s jubilation was accepted 
here as the explanation of his New Year’s 
message to President Wilson.

Indian Parents Said te Have Killed 
Their Own Children. 


Los Angeles, Cal., Jan. 3.—[Special, }—Sto- 

ries of cannibalism to escape starvation on 
the part of the natives of the state of Sinaloa, 
Mexico, were brought to Los Angeles today 
by Otto Hallmer, 645 South Spaulding ave- 
nue, Chicago. Hallmer, a young civil en- 
gineer, says American Consul Hostetter of 
Hermosillo, Sonora, asked him to appeal to 
the American people to aid the Yaquis and 
peons in Sinaloa. 
The engineer says he escaped from the 
district after a fight with native bandits in 
which three of the Indians were killed. The 
American party then traveled for hundreds 
of miles over the desert, living for twenty-

Weak Slain by Relatives. 

“Starvation has driven the Yaqui In- 
dians and Mexican peons of the upper Sinaloa 
district to cannibalism,” Hallmer said. 
Human flesh is being roasted over moun- 
tain and desert camp fires to stave off the 
death that is facing 10,000 men, women, and 
children. 

“Mothers are butchering their own chil- 
dren or sacrificing themselves by suicide to 
feed their dying offspring. 

Strong men are slaughtering the weak, 
and the cripples, battle wounded, and de- 
formed are being slain by their own brothers 
and sisters. 

Hunger has driven practically the whole 
mountain and desert population insane, and 
white men cornered there are eating rattle- 
snakes and wolves. 


Whole State Is Starving. 

Except in the towns, which are con- 
trolled by the constitutionalists, and where 
food prices are exorbitant, the whole of upper 
Sinaloa is within the starvation belt. 

“ Skeletons litter the trails through the 
mountaing and over the deserts, and the 
scattered, picked bones, charred and black- 
ened, tell of cannibalism. 

The peons of the interior are practically 
ape men and the results of the war have 
driven them to the depths of degradation, 

One day investigators will come upon a 
hut with a dozen children and hunger mad 
parents; the next day the children are gone, 
the parents are insane but fed, and tiny skel- 
etons cover the sands. 


Existence Matter of Hours. 

“Go a hundred miles from any Sinaloa 
town and the evidences of the terrible con- 
ditions are seen on every trail, at every de- 
perted ranch, by every campfire, and near 
every adobe shack. 

““ Existence has become a matter of hours. 
Casualties in Mexican battles are small in 
comparison to the deaths by starvation, mur- 
der, and suicide—but suicide is the last resgrt. 

Mexican mothers are prone to believe 
that self-preservation is the first law of 
nature and they kill their young nine times 
out of ten before turning the knives upon | 
themselves.

Flight of Three Since Jan. 1 
Makes Four Months’ Total 34. 


EASY To QUIT, DOCTOR SAYS. 


Patients Have Little Difficulty in 
Eluding Their Guards. 


Three insane patients have escaped from 
the Illinois state hespital at Dunning since 
Jan. 1. They are still at large. The fugi- 
tives are Joshua Ridgyard, Lawrence Wehr- 
sheim, and Frederick Schultz. 

All three made their escape from the guards 
at supper time by stepping from the lines 
marching to the main building and hiding in 
the shrubbery. The grounds are unfenced in 
certain places and escape is easy. 

The records of the Irving Park police 
showed that escapes from the state hos- 
pital averaged one every other day during 
December. Ten patients eluded the guards 
in November and seven in October. Seven- 
teen of them are still at large. The total for 
four months is thirty-four. 

According to the assistant to the superin- 
tendent, Dr. George Leininger, patients may 
escape with such ease that the guards do 
not learn of their absence until the number 
is counted in the wards.

DR. SHOSUKE SATO ARRIVES

Women as the strongest influences in the 
home should have a voice in making the 
laws that affect the home.

Too Many Laws, Senator Says. 

We have more laws in this supposedly 
free country than in any other nation in the 
world,’’ Senator Clapp told the suffragists. 
Our forefathers designed that laws should 
be a check on society. We have reached a 
state of affairs where society must be a check 
on the laws. 

“Some lawe interfere with the rights of 
our citizens and are passed for the benefit 
of a privileged few. For the most part, how- 
ever, the trouble is not with the laws, but 
rather with our present means of chécking 
those who interpret and administer the 
laws. 

The federal suffrage amendment will pass 
the senate, I am sure, and | am confident it 
will pass the house. 

“If congress does not pass the amendment 
during the present session, then you women 
should see to it that men are sent back to 
Washington who will vote for the measure.

He made a bitter attack on those 
who opposed equal suffrage, alleging they 
were allies of the worst element in poli- 
tles. 


Attacks Foes of Suffrage. 

Among the forces known to be lined up 
against the woman suffrage movement.“ 
said the Gopher senator, are those who 
would continue to reap huge profits from 
child labor, the political bosses and crooks, 
the saloon element, and, if you please, the 
white slavers. They fear the entry of women 
in politica, for they know such a step means 
the end of political trickery and manipula- 
tion.“ f 

“ Suffrage will not lessen the charm of 
womanhood, but will have an elevating effect 
on politics. We are told that polling places 
are not fit places for our wives and sisters 
to go. If it is true we have allowed such 
conditions to prevail it is high time we made 
a change.

Women Help Push Forward Military 
Development, 


A'‘society the object of which is to teach 
American people “their supreme unpre- 
paredness for war,“ which seriously would 
handicap the United States in event of any 
foreign invasion, is nearing perfection. 

The Sons and Daughters of National De- 
fense, as the organization is known, has 
the support of the United States war depart- 
ment and of patriotic citizens ali over the 
country. Speakers are preparing to carry 
throughout the country this year a campaign 
of patriotic and military enlightenment, 

A letter from Maj. Gen. Leonard Wood, 
chief of staff of the war department, has 
been received by Col. Henry L. Turner of 66 
Goethe street. \ 


Letter from Mr. Wood. 

This letter reads in part as follows: 

1 believe that the people of the United 
States only “need to have their interest 
aroused in this subject sufficiently to encour- 
ace individual research on their own part, 
in which case they cannot but arrive at the 
same conclusions "’—that the country is un- 
prepared for war—" and will themselves be 
demanding the same things that we are now 
asking consideration for. All such work, 
then, looking toward this education, such 
as speaking to reputable societies of all kinds, 
has great value and should be encouraged. 

“As you say, strict discipline tempered 
with consideration and judgment is the only 
proper and just method of administering mili- 
tary control, and is the method now in effect 
in the regular army.“ 

„We expect to have the organization com- 
pleted in a short time,” said Dr. Charles Syle 
Daniels of 805 East Sixty-third street, vice 
commander of the Illinois department of 
United Spanish War Veterans. We will 
incorporate not for profit, and start our cam- 
paign of education immediately. 


Will Organize in War Time. 
“Tm case of war the society will organize 
itself into a relief association, engage nurses, 
obtain supplies, get recruits, and afsist the 
reserve corps. The women are joining as 

well as the men.”

New York Surgeon Says Cancer 
Claims Have Been Enlarged. 


HE POINTS OUT SUCCESS. 


Mineral Dangerous in Hands of Novice 
and Has Limitations. 


New York, Jan. 3.—[{Special.}—That the 
possibilities of radium as a cure for certain 
malignant diseases have been exaggerated in 
the minds of laymen was the opinion ex- 
pressed by Dr. Van Buren Thorne of this city 
today. 

The expression from Dr. Thorne came when 
he was shown a cable dispatch in which Prof. 
Schoeninger, a German expert, had declared 
radium as a cure for cancer was a gigantic 
Winde“ 

“ Physicians are doing their best to force 
the public to an understanding of the fact 
that radium, so far as its action is known to 
them, has strict limitations,’ Dr. Thorne 
said. 

„These wise, sane, and conservative physi- 
cians are trying to curb an unjustified over- 
enthusiasm. Their reports, they declare, 
hed attained an unwarranted exaggeration 
by the time they reached the ear of the 
world audience. : 


Mineral Has Valuable Properties. 

Radium, in the hands of those trained 
to use it, is already a valuable adjunct in 
the improvement and cure of certain forms 
of malignant disease; in the hands of the 
unskilled it is a fearful and dangerous sub- 
stance; its future possibilities are unknown; 
it cures certain forms of superficial growths; 
it is useful in the treatment of some forms of 
deeper seated growths. 

„The most encouraging reports concerning 
the radium treatment of malignant disease 
up to and including August, 1913, were heard 
in London last summer. 

„More recenty, Dr. Howard A. Kelly, the 
distinguished surgeon of Johns Hopkins um- 
versity in Baltimore, and Dr. Abbé spoke in 
Philadelphia before a gathering of medical 
men at the College of Physicians on the sub- 
ject of radium treatment, and since then, as 
all the world now knows, radium and its 
uses have been discussed wherever the lan- 
guage of scientific men finds expression 
through the intermediary of the public 
press. 

Dr. Thorne cited an article on the uses of 
radium by Dr. Kelly in the New York Med- 
ical Journal of Dec. 27 as proof that the 
mineral had curative possibilities. 


Helps Alleged Inoperable Cases. 
Dr. Thorne agserted Dr. Kelly had a num- 
ber of so-called inoperable cases which had 
been cured (permanently, as far as could be 
judged at the present time) by means of mae- 
sive doses of radium. In one such case, of 
very extensive uterine carcinoma, there had

been no recurrence after the lapse of two 
years. 

On the Whole, Dr. Thorne concluded, ‘* it 
was an unquestionable fact that the use of 
radium has enormously increased the field 
of surgery. If it has done not hing else in 
Cases of cancer, it has stopped the bleeding 
and discharge, relieved pain, and improved 
the general condition of the patient.’

BUILDING FALLS; 
SIX KNOWN DEAD 


Three Story Block in Business 
District of South Bend, 
Ind., Collapses. 


FOUR BURIED BUT ALIVE. 


Eight Others May Have Been 
Killed; Tragedy Occurs Dur- 
ing Remodeling. 


South Bend, Ind., Jan. 3.—[{Special.}]—Six 
persons are known to have been killed this 
afternoon when the three story building at 
110-112 South Michigan street, which had 
just been remodeled for the Independent Five 
and Ten Cent store, collapsed. 

It is believed at least twelve others are 
in the ruins. 

One hundred rescuers are tonight working 
frantically to remove the debris and reach 
the other imprisoned victims. The roar 
of the falling building could be heard 
throughout the business district. 

It is reported that at least twenty persons 
were in the building when it collapsed, but 
there will be no way of verifying this state- 
ment until the mass of débris has been 
cleared away. 

Within a few minutes after the collapse 
two of the workmen emerged from the ruins. 


Four Alive but Imprisoned. 


At 5:35 o'clock tne firemen had succeeded 
in penetrating the mass of débris and in 
learning that four men were still alive.’ No 
effort was made at the time to identify them. 
Being unable to reach the imprisoned men 
from below, the rescuers went to the top 
„ot the débris and began working downward. 
Searchlights were put in operation and 
scores of wagons were brought to the scene 
to haul away the debris. 

Although gas was escaping from the broken 
lines, no fire was started. This undoubtedly 
prevented great loss of life. 

The buildings were owned by Dudley M. 
Shively and Albert Horner. According to 
Mr. Shively, the building was fully insured 
against fire, but no protection was carried 
against a destruction uch as came upon the 
buildings. 

The collapse came without any sign of ® 
warning. There was a sound like the tearing 
of a heavy cloth, then a slow rumble, gather- 
ing in intensity and volume. 


Walls Crumble: Dust Fills Air. 

Suddenly the center of the gable, which 
supported the roof in front, began to crumble 
and pour a stream of bricks and mortar. 
Then sight of the building was lost in the 
thick yellow pall that filled the street. Men 
could be heard shouting and around the 
edges of the cloud of dust passersby who a 
moment before had filled the street had 
rushed to safety. 

When the dust settled a great mass of 
tangled posts and window frames and sec- 
tions of the roof lay covering the piles of 
broken bricks and mortar on the sidewalks. 

A pulmotor was brought from the Northern 
Indiana and Michigan Gas company’s office, 
and when fitemen had chopped an entrance 
through the débris to the cellar a volunteer 
with an oxygen helmet began the search of 
the ruins.

One man was injured, three families were 
hurled from their beds, and windows it 
several buildings were shattered at 6:15 
o'clock yesterday morning, when a dynamite 
bomb was exploded in the rear of the private 
bank of S. Ariani & Co., 773 Forquer street.

They were thrown from 
their beds and reached the street by using 
the front stairway. 

Fixtures in the bank were badly damaged 
by the blast, a steel wire coor in the teller's 
cage being torn from its hinges. The vault 
door was not affected and the police are sat- 
isfied that no attempt was made to rob the 
institution.

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RIGID RULE FOR 
TRUST REFORMS 


Wilson Will Insist That Great 
Combines Fulfill Spirit 
of the Law. 


HOPES THEY. WILL OBEY. 


Leaders of Administration See 
Advantage in the Action 
of Morgan. 


{BY 4 STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Washington, D. C., Jan. 3.—[Special.]J—The 
Wilson administration will not be satisfied 
with anything less than the complete divorce 
of one combination from others of the same 
character. In other words, it will not be 
content with the letter of the reform contem- 
plating the prohibition of interlocking di- 
rectorates, but will insist that the spirit be 
obeerved. 

That is to say, the adjustment of big busi- 
ness which the administration will require 
must strike at the root of “ combination of 
ecombinations,’’ and secure the restoration 
of freedom of competition which the presi- 
dent deems essential to the sound prosperity 
of the nation. 

The voluntary abandonment by the house 
of Morgan of the system of interocking di- 
rectorates is accepted by the administration 
as a step in the right direction. It is in ac- 
cord with what J. Pierpont Morgan has 
steted to be “ public sentiment.” 

The administration, no more than the peo- 
ple, will be satisfied if this action on the part 
of the great New York financial house should 
be merely the drawing of a red herring across 
the trail. Interlocking directorates consti- 
tute a method of firm control over allied in- 
terests. The same firmness of control may be 
maintained through dummy directors. 


Refer to Wilson’s Speech. 

In discussing the president's view of this 
matter administration officials turn to his 
speech of acceptance of the Democratic nomi- 
nation. What he said then, according to 
these men, stands today as his view. 

He declared it would be necessary to sup- 


‘plement the Sherman anti-trust law with 


such laws, both civil and criminal, as would 
effectually punish and prevent the means 
and methods by which trusts have estab- 


lished monopolies, and to add such other 


laws as might be necessary to provide suita- 


ble and adequate judicial processes, whether 
civil or criminal, to disclose the means and 


methods, and follow them to final verdict 
and judgment. 


Plans Third Big Reform. 

The president holds that, through the tariff, 
monopoly has been deprived of privilege 
and through the currency law credit will be 
made easier for the average man. In his 
view, two great reforms have been inaugu- 
rated and now a third is necessary to com- 
plete the economic program. This is the 
annihilation of the trusts and the creation of 
a condition of free competition. 

The president is at work at Pass Christian 
on his meseage to congress in relation to the 
trust question and in that message he is ex- 
pected to point to the action of the house of 
Morgan and of other great financial institu- 
tions expected to follow its example, as proof 
of the correctness of the statement he made 
im his speech of acceptance that our men of 
businese have changed their attitude and 
that they see that a new adjustment of inter- 
ests is inevitable and desirable. 


Trail Cold Storage Trust. 

Investigation of the cold storage trust by 
the department of justice has progressed so 
far that officials are confident they have 
found treile which will lead to prosecution 
in the courte. Officiale expect to uncover 
evidence which will connect the leaders and 
make them amenable to the Sherman anti- 
trust act. 

Although department officials were unwill- 
ing today to discuss the cold storage inves- 
tigation, it became known that the genera) 
impression that the owners of cold storage 
plants are involved in the alleged combina- 
tion is incorrect. In only a few instances 
do the owners make use of their plants for 
storing their own products. In practically 
every case commission merchants and pro- 
ducers themselves rent cold storage space. 
The combination which the department will 


prosecute if sufficient evidence is forthcom- 
img is among the commission merchants.

The im- 
ports in the eleven months ended with No- 
vember were $1,609,000,000. Should December 
imports equal those of November, the total 
for the year would be $1,756,000,000. Should 
December exports equal those of November, 
the total would be $2,407,000,000. This makes 
the trade balance in our favor through the 
excess of exports over imports about $740,- 
000,000 for the calendar year. 

There is no cause for worry in this. Of 
course, we recognize that there are other 
elements forming the net foreign trade bal- 
ance which are not here included, but what- 
ever the extent to which these other factors 
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import account is very large—much larger 
than ever before. 
Slight Change in Imports, 

Turning to some details of these totals we 
find that during the ten months including Oc- 
tober the imports of manufactures ready for 
use show a very slight increase, $666,000 
in a total of $333,000,000. The exports, how- 
ever, of manufactures ready for use in the 
Same ten months ended with October show 
an aggregate of 3089, 000, 000, an increase of 
$52,000,000 in this single item over the corre- 
sponding months of last year. 

Let us look for a moment at the important 
item of iron and steel in our foreign trade. 
In the eleven months, including November, 
we imported not quite 81 millions in value 
and we exported almost 272 millions in value, 

“©,” but some will say, wait till the 
tarif® is reduced and then see how foreign 
steels comes in to trouble us.“ 
comes in to trouble us.” 

Well, what does the record show? In No- 
vember, 191%, under the Payne tariff, we im- 
ported not quite $2,800,000 in value and in 
November, 1913, with the lower tariff, we 
imported approximately $2,500,000 in value. 
In other words, with the reduced tariff we 
imported less steel and iron, not more, and 
that, too, at a time when the mills of Europe 
are short of work and hungry for busineas. 


Conditions Are Worse Abroad. 

This leads naturally to a consideragon of 
the commercial and industrial conditions 
abroad, which have, of course, some natural 
refiection in our own markets. Sir George 
Paish, editor of the Statist, London, said 
recently: 

“The business depression is general 
throughout the world, being felt in South 
America as well as in Europe. It is by no 
means most acute in the United States.’’ 

I find in a dispatch to an importarit Ameri- 
can trade paper from London, dated Nov. 29, 
these words: 

“ Producers continue to complain bitferly 
that selling prices do not leave them a profit, 
and their threat to put out blast furnaces 
is no idle one, as can be seen from the re- 
turns of the active furnaces. Another stack 
has been put out in Scotland this week. mak- 
ing seventy-elght active against eighty-eight

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a year ago, while in the Middlebrotgh district 
(England) there are seventy-nine going, com-

Balkan War Causes Reaction. 

The truth is, and it has been known to every 
thoughtful observer for months, that Europe 
is feeling a serious reaction following the 
Balkan war, and that this is reflected, but 
in a comparatively small degree, upon us. 
But the ability of our industries to maintain 
themselves in the foreign field is evinced by 
the fact that amid this depression abroad, 
when foreign prices are low, our own indus- 
tries are increasing their sales in the markets 
What, then, is meant by so much 
of the depression talked about at home as 
is real, for that some of it is real there is 
little doubt? Even when allowance is made 


for the season and the shrieks of the howl- | 


ers are discounted there remains to be an- 
swered the question why such depression 
exists. 

The tariff is not the cause. No well in- 
formed person seriously urges that. If it 
were the tariff it would be the tariff ghost 
and not the tariff fact, for the tariff fact is 
that the importations are less, not more, and 
the depression cannot well be caused by a 
competition which does not exist. On the 
other hand, the facts are that we are the 
competitors who are feared. 


Time Needed for Changes. 

Undoubtedly time is required for readjust- 
ment to tariff changes. It is normal that it 
should be so. An ald fashioned mill with 
antiquated machinery or with backward 
methods must change its equipment and do 
its business in a better way, and this takes 
time. 

In a few cases with which I am acquainted, 
where shops were said to have been closed 
because of the tariff, the facts are the re- 
verse. In one case some of the machinery 
dated back to 1863. In another there wase 


‘heavy load of debt, coupled with bad manage- 


ment. Allowance must be made for cases of 
this kind. 

There has, of course, been a normal hesita- 
tion,.too, until it was known what the final 
form of the currency bill would be. Was or 
was not the country to be left with the old, 
inflexible system? If not, was the substitute 
to be good, or bad? Some said it was one, 
and some the other; and it has been under- 
going change and alteration for months past. 
Some said it was a measure of inflation; 
others, that it would be a source of contrac- 
tion. Even bankers of supposedly sound 
judgment differed radically on/it. It is no 
more than natural that new enterprise should 
pause until this wae settled. 


Wilson’s Trust Stand Known. 

In the same way there has been natural 
hesitation until something was known of 
the policy of the administration toward the 
so-called trust problem. This has been re- 
lieved by the tome at once firm and sym- 
pathetic of the president's letter to the at- 
torney general in the American Telephone 
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and Telegraph case, confirmd by his fine ad- 
dress at the signing of the currency bill. 

There remains another factor arising from 
the fact that our railways haye cut down

employers we have and whatever diminishes 
their buying or their employing is reflected 
at large. 

1 ao not assume to discuss in the least 
whether the remedy they seek is the right 
one. It may well be that more than one 
thing must be done before this particular 
situation will iron itself out. But the case 
of the railroads is being impartially heard 
before a fair tribunal, which will in due time 
and without undue delay give a decision 
based on a thorough study of the evidence 
presented and free alike from partisan pas- 
sion and personal prejudice. This of itself 
is a reassurine fact. 


Merchant Tells Improvement. 

Meanwhile in many lines the situation is far 
from being as bad as itis painted. A large 
house manufacturing women's clothing 
writes me Dec. 22: 

Our salesmen for the last three weeks 
have been booking orders for spring delivery 
and are showing a substantial increase over 
the business booked one year ago, although 
the spring of 1913 was considerably in excess 
of any previdus spring. A recent analysis of 
these orders shows that there are decreases 
in about 20 per cent of the orders, increasés in 
about 80 per cent, and that the total shows an 
increase of about 15 per cent. | 

“Of course, it is altogether too early to 
form any opinion as to the operation of the 
new tariff, but we are hopeful of obtaining 
our raw materials that consist of yardage, 
woolens, and worstedé of considerably better 
value than under the old conditons, and are 
determined to increase our own.manufactur- 
ing efficiency so as to maintain our American 
market against foreign encroachment.”

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HOUSING EVILS 


Health Department Bulletin 
Finds Many Places Unfit 
for Habitation., 


OVERCROWDING MENACE. 


Dark Halls, Basements, and Attic 
Rooms Are Included in 
Criticism. 


4 


The bulletin of the Chicago health depart- 
ment issued yesterday contains a vigorous 
protest against housing evils in this city. 

Attention is called by Health Commisioner 
Young.to the fact that the present building 
ordinance provides that all plans for new 
buildings or for alterations shall be passed 
by the health department so far as light, air 
space, and ventilation are concerned. 

“ Unfortunately,” says the bulletin. we 
have not hitherto had the force to do the 
necessary work. The department estimate 
contains provision for the creation of a hous- 
ing division in the sanitary bureau with a 
competent man at the head, and this is one of 
the things that should not have been cut out.“ 


Prevailing Evils Cited. 
The bulletin cites housing evils prevalent 
in this city as follows: 
Let evercrowding—The crowding of 
the area of iots by the presence of front and 
rear and in many cases middle buildings, is 


Already a serious condition in the large Con- 


gested wards of Sens and is on the in- 
crease. 
Underground rooms—A large number 


of people in certain parts of our city are 


living in cellars and basements, which were 
never intended for habitation, but have been 
converted from their proper office of storage 
of fuel, etc, into living rooms without the 
approval of the authorities. 

Attic roomsa—Although the ordinances 
allow the construction of attic rooms imme- 
diately under the roof, they provide certain 
conditions with respect to height of ceiling, 
window space, area of room, etc., which, even 
if fully carried out, hardly render such rooms 
habitable during the intolerant heat of sum- 
mer. If these provisions, imposed by ordi- 
nance, are not carried out, the rooms are not 
fit for human habitation. 


Many Rooms Unfit to Live In. 


Dark rooms—There are many rooms 
which, by reason of lack of light, and espe- 
cially sunshine, are unfit for human habita- 


tion. Such rooms are. on the increase. 


Dark halls—In the populous districts, 
and especially in houses three stories high 
and upwards, there are many entrance halls 
in the lower stories which open directly 
upon a narrow space, perhaps three feet 


from the adjoining wall, in which case very | 


little light can enter the lower story. 

Insufficient toilet accommodation 
These consist in many cases of primitive 
vaults, an appliance offensive to decency 
and the senses of sight and smell; not alonea 
nuisance in themselves but a menace to 
the rising generation.

John G. Shedd, J. T. Pirie Jr., and Philip 
James, a newphew of Marshall Field, were 
among the first interested. 

Then business houses joined in the enter- 
prise. The firms based their assessments 
on the number of employés benefited. A con- 
cern with 1,000 employés or less was assessed 
$750 as a membership fee. All concerns with 
more than 1,000 employés paid 30 cents per 
capita in addition to this amount, or 8300 for 
every 1,000 employés. 

This assessment entitled the concerns to 
send their sick employés to the sanatorium 
at cost. The patient is turned over to the 
physicians at the sanatorium.

Only those believed curable are 
taken.

GIFT TO PUBLIC, 


Generosity of Lord Plymouth in 
Subscribing $175,000 to Pur- 
chase Fund Enables Sir David 
Burnett to Announce Success. 


Che Times 


LONDON, Dec. 22.—Announcement is 
made that arrangements have finally been 
made for carrying out at once the purchase 
of the Crystal palace and its grounds and 
making them public property. Itis expected 
that the legal transfer will be made as ftom 


the new year. 
This completion of the scheme for the pub- 


lic acquisition, of the Crystal palace is due 
to a further large donation from Lord 
Plymouth, who had already subscribed 
$25,000 ‘to the Times fund. 

Rather than that any delay should now 
occur through the failure of some of the 
municipal authorities to contribute what 
was expected from them towards the first 
half of the purchase money, Lord Plymouth 
has himself generously agreed to sell the 
property to the public for about $150,000 less 
than the $1,150,000 for whch he bought it. 


Saved from Auction Sale. 

If November, 1911, Lord Plymouth, at the 
then lord mayor’s request, saved the Crystal 
palace and its grounds from being put up to 
auction for building purposes by personally 
guaranteeing the purchase money fixed by 
the Court of Chancery, simply in order that 
time might be gained for the Mansion house 
committee to make their appeal to the public. 
On the understanding that a Mansion house 
fund would be raised to reimburse him, Lord 
Plymouth eventually bought the property, 
at a cost of $1,150,000, for no other purpose 
than to hand it over to the public when the 
fund was completed. 

Owing to the unexpected refusal of the 
Camberwell borough council to contribute 
to the fund, and the recent reduction of the 
Penge contribution from $100,000 to $25,000, 
there is now a deficit on the-first half of this 
fund, which it was always supposed that the 
various: local authorities would provide, of 
$147,000, 


Lord Plymouth’s Generosity. 

In these circumstang¢ges the generosity of 
Lord Plymouth’s decision. will be fully real- 
ized. His personal contribution to the fund 
for preserving the Crystal palace and its 
grounds as a national possession will be 
about $175,000, apart altogether from the 
responsibilities which have fallen on him as 
temporary owner during the unexpectedly 
protracted period while the movement for 
public purchase has been going on. 

The Times prints a letter from Sir David 
Burnett, the ex-lord mayor, as an official 
announcement that the purchase fund is now 
closed. A bill has still to pass through par- 
liament next session to give effect to the ar- 
rangements for holding the Crystal palace as 
a national trust, but meanwhile, so far as 
the necessary legal formalities permit, it is 
intended that the trustees shall forthwith 
relieve Lord Plymouth from further re- 
sponsibility for the management.

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SHACKLETON PLANS 
ANTARCTIC DASH. 


Several New Features to Distin- 
guish the Expedition Aimed to | 


Re-establish Great Britain's 
Prestige in Polar Exploration. 


BY J. O. P. BLAND. 


(LONDON CORRESPONDENT OF THE TRIBUND.] 
LONDON, Jan. 3.—The number of expedi- 
tions to the antarctic in recent years have 


tended to create an impression in the public 


mind that little remains for ecience to dis- 
cover in that region, and it is also natural 
to expect that public interest in polar ex- 
peditions has somewhat diminished since 
‘Peary and Amundsen planted the American 
and Norwegian flags at the north and south 


poles respectively. 

Nevertheless, announcement of Sir Ernest 
Shackleton's forthcoming journey to the 
antarctic continent arouses the enthuasi- 
asm and stirs the imagination partly because 
of the stupendous task involved in this peril- 
ous enterprise of crossing a frozen continent 
whereof the area is considerably larger taan 
Europe and partly because the famous ex- 
plorer’s plans include several new features 
of especial interest, and finally because 
Shackleton’s frankly declared ambition by 
this imperial expedition to reéstablish Brit- 
aln's prestige in the field of polar exploration, 
wherein her supremacy was unchallenged 
till 1909, is calculated to appeal to the patriot- 
ism of his countrymen and their kinsmen 
overseas. 


Anonymous Donor Provides Funds. 

A large portion of the requisite minimum 
expenses, estimated at over $250,000, has 
been supplied through the generosity of an 
anonymous donor. It is hoped the balance 
will be provided by spontaneous public sub- 
scriptions and grants by the home dominion 
governments, so that the gallant leader's 
expedition may set out relieved of such finan- 
cial anxieties as resulted in a deficit for his 
last antarctic journey in 1007-00, which he 
has only paid off by lecturing and the royal- 
ties on his book. 

Shackleton will take several companions 
on his transcontinental journey, among 
whom are George Marston, the artist and 
illustrator of the volumes The Heart of 
the Antarctic; Lieut. Macintosh, and Frank 
Wild, who already have taken distinguished 
part in three polar expeditons. 

The overland trip will start on the Atlantic 
side, crossing the Victoria range to Ross sea, 
where a second ship is waiting near Amund- 
sen’s base on the great ice barrier, a total 
distance of 1,700 statute miles. 


To Try Aeroplane Sledges. 

The equipment whi include 120 dogs re- 
cruiteé@ in Alaska, Hudson Bay, and Siberia, 
trained for post work and handled by expe- 
rienced drivers from home. These will be 
supplemented by a modification of the aero- 
plane, adapted to sledge traction, wherewith 
Shackleton expects to be able todrag a weight 
of 2,000 pounds six miles an hour, He in- 
tends to have these aeroplane siedges fully 
tested during the present winter in Canada 
or Siberia and hopes for good results in lay- 
ing advance food depots from what he calls 
an aeroplane taxi or ice-gliding machine 
with clipped wings, the idea for which is the 
outcome of experiments in barge propulsion 
by weroplane. 

Prof. David, the eminent Australian geolo- 
gist and chief of the scientific staff in Shac- 
kleton’s last expedition, interviewed in the 
Times, expressed some doubts as to the value 
of the aeroplane sledges. He observes that 
Dr. Mawson's Australian expedition tried 
them on a small scale and the experiments 
were only partially successful. 
dog teams more reliable. 

The same authority emphasizes the value 
of the assistance which Mawson secured by 
the use of wireless telegraphy, a small dy- 
namo enabling him to send messages from 
the antarctic to Sydney. Me thinks it quite 
possible for constant communication to be 
maintained between Shackleton's two bases. 


All Equipment Up to Date. 

Both ships will be fitted to burn oil, thereby 
greatly increasing the radius of action and 
reducing the number of men in the crews. 
The vesselg are equipped with tanks and 
cages to bring home live seals and penguins, 
and are well provisioned with scientifically 
prepared food sufficient for two years. 

Sir Ernest announces the first object of the 
expedition to be to cross the antarctic conti- 
nent and he hopes en route to be abie to de- 
fine the area of the great polar plateau and 
discover whether the lofty Victoria range ex- 
tends from the pole across the continent in 
the direction of the Andes. He also hopes for 
valuable additions to human knowledge from 
the labors of the geologist, biologist, and 
physicist who will be left in winter quarters 
on the shores of Weddell sea. 


ROUMANIAN KING TO AID JEWS. 


King Charles Recognizes Existing Per- 
secution in His Country and 
Will Alleviate Troubles.

BUYS UNIQUE GOLD CON. 


| British Museum Receives Only 
Known Example of the Coin- 
age of Reign of King Offa. 


Che Mech Times 


LONDON, Dec. 23.—An extraordinary and, 
indeed, unique gold coin has just been pur- 
chased for the nation by the trustees of the 
British museum, with the generous assist- 
ance of several private subscribers. 

It is the only known example of the gold 
coinage of the Anglo-Saxon King Offa [A. D. 
757-796], the most celebrated of all the Mer- 
cian princes, the friend of Charlemagne, 
and the recipient of many presents from 
that emperor. 

The coin is remarkable not only on account 
of its uniqueness and of the fact that it 10 
the earliest gold coin that can be definitely 
escribed to any English king, but also be- 
cause, although it was struck by a Christian 
kirg, it bears a Mohammedan inscription in 
Arabic. 


Arabic Characters Reproduced. 

At the time of the issuing of the coin the 
Arabic dinar formed a large part of tha 
gold currency of Europe and it is believed 
that it was for this reason that Offa cause 
an exact imitation of an existing Arab! t 
coin to be made for his own use. While the 
artificer may have been, and most probabiy 
was, ignorant of Arabic, the characters wer? 
reproduced with such fidelity as to mah e 
it easy to decipher them today. 

The inscription runs: There ig no other 
God but the one God. He has no equal. 
Mahomet is the apostie of God. eite. 

The date of the original Arabic coin was 
about twenty years before the time of Offa. 
It is inscribed, according to the chronology 
ef the Hegira, on the coin struck by his 
orders. 

It has been surmised that the coin owes 
its origin to the fact that Offa agreed to pay 
to Pope Adrian I. as alms for the poor 
(Peter’s pence) 365 gold mancuses a year. 
Against this theory, however, it may be 
objected [1] that the mancus is probably & 
weight rather than a coin; [2] that Bad 6 
large number of these coins been madé, ex- 
amples of them would probably have dome 
earlier to light; [3] that a Christian king 
would hardly have selected for presentation 
to the pope a coin with an Arabic inscrip- 
ticn, for although the king would not be con- 
versant with the language of the Arabs he 
would certainly know the nature of their 
religious tenets. 

Adopted a Prevailing Style. 

It seems more likely, therefore, that Offa 
simply availed himselt of the predominating 
ole currency as offering the best model 
for his purpose. The words “Offa Rex 
which appear upon the reverse are in the 
form of the Roman characters usually seen 
upon the silver coins of Offa. 

The coin is in a fine state of preservation. 
The existence of this specimen has been 
known since 1841. It was obtained in Rome 
by the late Duc de Blacas, but from 1841 
to 1907 nothing was known of its where- 
abouts. In the latter year, however, it 
passed into the possession of Mr. Carlyon- 
Britton through the firm of MM. Rollin and 
| Feuardent. 

It was purchased by the British museum 
at a sale held by Messrs. Sotheby, Wilkin- 


son & Hodge. 


ITALY PLANS WORK FOR IDLE. 


Minister of Public Works Orders Im- 
mediate Expenditure of $4,500,000 
Government Funds. 


[SPECIAL CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

ROME, Jan. 3.—The minister of public 
works has authorized the expenditure of 
$4,500,000 to combat unemployment, which is 
increasing at an alarming rate. The money 
will be spent for railroad construction, re- 
pairs to canals and waterways, afforestation, 
reclamation of barren land, road building 
and the completion of the great aqueduct 
in Apulia. 

The naval estimates for 1914 have been in- 
creased to $20,000,000, and it is proposed to 
make an increase every year so that the esti- 
mates will be $24,000,000 in 1917. Rapid de- 
velopment of the navy is hampered by delay 
in the construction of the ships already or- 
dered. Out of the four dreadnoughts now in 
course of construction it is doubtful if even 
two can join the fleet in 1914. The state 
naval dock yards will therefore be occupied 
for more than a year. 

It is proposed to favor home industries in 
naval construction in the future. Hitherto 
armor plate has been imported from the 
United States and armaments from England. 
Four new battleships will be started simul- 
taneously this year in private dockyards 
and the armor plate and armaments will be 
manufactured in Italy. 

These warships will be of a new type of 
30,000 tons, carrying eight 15 inch and six- 
teen 6 inch quick firing guns, a ten inch 
armor belt, turrets, turbines of 60,000 horse 
power, and capable dt making 4 speed of 
twenty-five knots.

CHURCH OF ENGLAND 
RENT BY KIKUYU. 


Storm Grows Out of Meeting of 
Missionaries in East Africa 
Which Was Designed to Stem 
Advance of the Moslem Faith. 


(SPECTAL CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

LONDON, Jan. 3.—The now famous Kikuyu 
controversy, which appeared as a cloud no 
bigger than a man’s hand on the East African 
horizon last summer, is fast becoming = 
storm that threatens to shake the Church of 
England to its foundations, and on many 
sides fears are expressed that the contro- 
versy will result in a schism which will rend 


the church in twain. 

For weeks many ietters on the subnet have 
been appearing in the London Times, but not 
until this week has the flood of controversy 
assumed alarming proportions. All the news- 
papers are printing columns of letters daily 
as well as leading editorials, and if the 
amount of space devoted is any criterion the 
Kikuyu controversy is one of the burning 
questions of the day, eclipsing even home 
rule, David Lioyd-George’s land policy, and 
votes for women. 

Even those who seek to minimize the 
danger to the Anglican church agree that 
history is being made and that Kikuyu may 
become one of the significant and crucial 
names in the annals of the Protestant church, 
marking one of the important stages of its 
evolution. 

Conference Engenders Controversy. 

The cause of the threatened schism is as 
extraordinary as it was unlooked for. The 
Moslem faith has been advancing rapidly ip 
East Africa, and to stem its advance the 
various Christian sections combined and 
held a meeting at the little town of Kikuyu 
in June. 

The sixty missionaries who assembled 
could have had no idea of the storm of con- 
troversy and heated feeling that would be 
engendered. Their object was merely to 
consider how the various denominational 
missions working in the same field could act 
jointly so as to present a solid front of 
Christianity to Mohammedanism. The con- 
ference was eminently successful and the 
fraternal feeling was so strong that at the 
close united communion was held, the 
bishops of Uganda and Mombasa officiating. 

It was the admission of Methodists, Bap- 
tists, Presbyterians, and others to the com- 
munion administered by the Anglican bishop, 
according to the order of the Anglican 
prayer book, which excited flerce disapproval 
from a section of the church. The bishop 
of Zanzibar openly accused the bishops of 
Mombasa and Uganda of heresy and sought 
to impeach them, demanding formal con- 
demnation by the archbishop of Canterbury. 


Christian Unity at Stake. 
Then began what has been called a hurly- 
burly of bishops and a flood of letters to the 
papers. The discussion quickly widened untij 
it now embraces the whole subject of Chris- 
fan unity and it is the general sense that 
the decision on the bishop of Zanzibar’s ac- 
tion may affect far deeper religious and 
ecclesiastical interests than those of the 
African mission field. 

In a striking letter to the press, Dean Hens- 
ley Henson says the appeal now is to the 
English people with regard to the question 
whether the English church will remain Prot- 
estant or become Catholic. 

Lord Halifax, one of the eee of the high 
church wing, in admitting the gravity of 
the situation in a London Times letter, says: 
“I pray to God the controversy may not oc- 
casion a schism which will rend the church 
in two. The danger is only too obvious and 
can hardly be exaggerated. It involves con- 
sequences affecting not only the Church of 
England, but the whole of Christendom.” 


Cohesion of the Church Menaced. 

Writing in the London Times, the bishop of 
Oxford says he doubts if the cohesion of 
the Church of England was ever more seri- 
ously threatened than now, and adds: 

“The reason for this is that three sections 
of the church are pursuing each its own prin- 
ciples to & point where they become really 
intolerable to the maln body.” 

He concludes that unless the great body of 
the Anglican ehurch can again speedily ar- 
rive at some statement of principles such as 
will avail to pull it together again, it will go 
on the certain way to destruction. 

The archbishop of York in his New Year's 
letter to his archdiocese, says that uniess the 
issues raised by Kikuyu are wisely handled 
they will set back the course of Christiar 
unity if only by endangering the unity of the 
Anglican church.

LONDON, Dec. 22.—The Times announces 
that practically the whole of the late Prot. 
Edward Dowden's Shakespeare books have 
been secured for a New York collector. 

The Dowden library is now being sold by 
Messra. Hodgson of Chancery lane. The first 
portion was sold last month and included an 
extensive series of collected editionsof Shak- 
speare, from Rowe's second edition, 1714, 
down to the latest issues, a number of books 

textual criticisms, commentaries, biog- 
raphies, and so forth, mall considerably over 
1,000 volumes. 


For New York Collector. 

The second sale included a further collec- 
tion of 128 books connected with Shakspeare, 
most of the volumes having bibliographical 
notes on the fly leaves written by Prof. 
Dowden. In neither sale was the name of the 
buyer revealed, but both collections were pur- 
chased on behalf of a New York book collec- 
tor, who has for some considerable time been 
engaged in making a Shakspeare collection,

The Dowden sale, concluded today, realized 
$6,200. The chief lots, in addition to the 
above mentioned Shakspeariana, were:

RUMOR OF POPE STIRS ROME. 


Pont.ff Converses with Cardinal While 
Rumor of His Death Is Being 
Spread. 


ROME, Jan. 3.—A rumor, which spread 
rapidly throughout the city tonight, that 
the pope was dead caused intense excitement 


‘for a time. The Vatican was overwhelmed 


with inquiries, but at that hour the pope 
was quietly conversing with Cardinal Basil- 
jus Pompili, who had not long before con- 
gratulated the pontiff on his vigorous ap- 
pearance. 

The police instituted an inquiry relative 
to the origin of the rumor, and learned that 
it was the work of a so-called practical 
joker, who had telephoned to a friend at one 
of the big hotels that he knew the pope was 
dead.

CONVICTS REVOLT; MANY SHOT. 


Four Killed and Fifty 
Wounded When Guards Fire Into 
Mutineers at Touran. 


CAIRO, Egypt, Jan. 3.—Four convicts were 


penitentiary mutinied and were fired on by 
the guards.

Agitation Spreads Through the Land.

The operation of the press law, where it is 
enforced, may check the more crude manifes- 
tation of sedition, but it is powerless to cope 
with the incessant stream of misrepresenta- 
tion and the spread of false reports which 
sow broadcast the seeds of hatred and con- 

tempt. > 

With suppressio veri no law can deal, while 
suggestio falsi can easily be so veiled as to 
be technically innocent though practically 
effective. 


Trained in Schools. 

Indian writers, educated in our schools and 
universities, have reduced to a science the 
methods of saying what their readers will 
perfectly understand while keeping within 
the four corners of laws which—in India—are 
mildly administered. 

And any lack of open violence is supplied 
by leaflete and placards emanating from se- 
cret presses which may secure wide circula- 
tion before their existence is known to the 
authorities. : 

The propaganda assumes many forma, aA- 
rect and indirect, obvious and shrouded; but 
the effect upon the masses of India is the 
same and is becoming increasingly apparent. 


Secret societies grow in membership and ¢ 


range from little groups of decadent youths to 
large organized bodies of which the full rami- 
fication is unknown. 


Indian Public Servants Slain. 

To these associations the periodic assassi- 
nations of officials and of loyal Indian public 
servants are due. Within a few years at- 
tempts have been made on the lives of two 
successive viceroys, and in neither cage did 
the offer of a large reward produce evidence 
from the many persons who were cognisant 
of the plots or spectators of their execution. 
Many more murders have been planned but 
have failed to reach the stage of attempt. 

British feeling has been stirred both at 
home and in India by these startling mani- 
festations of hostility, but even when a double 
murder was perpetrated in the heart of Lon- 
don no violent resentment was provoked. It 
may have been imagined, as some Indian poll 
ticlans have proclaimed, that such crimes 
were plainly the work of isolated and irre- 
sponsible madmen, If so, no greater mistake 
could have been made. Assassinations are 
the inevitable resultant of the propaganda 
working upon certain temperaments. 


Dacoity Diversion of Youth. 

The general effects are more significant 
and more dangerous. In Bengal dacoity, 
whether for private gain or for 
the coffers of the agitators, has become a 
diversion of educated youths, and victims 
and law abiding people are unwilling or 
afraid to assist the ends of justice. 

In the Punjab, where twelve millions of 
acres are now under irrigation, where new 
towns are springing up and the wealth of 
the cultivators has marvelously advanced. 
the increase of serious crime has reached 
alarming proportions. 

“Three districts have 6,000 per cent as 
many murders” as in the United Kingdom, 
ené “ thefts, burglaries, grievous hurt, and 
dacoities are also on the increase—not a 
steady increase, but one that goes up by 
leaps and bounds.”

Profitable. Experiment Is Reported by 
Britizh Poultry Farmer, Who Gives 
Interesting Details, 


LONDON, Jan. 3.—Raising fowls on elec- 

tricity has proved a profitable experiment 
with T. Thorne Baker. Under electrical 
treatment he declares that chickens can be 
grown at twice the usual rate with half the 
usual food. On the farm where the experi- 
ments were conducted an intensive poultry 
house was electrified. The current was ap- 
plied for ten minutes every hour during the 
day. [ 
Six chickens only out of a total of 400 died. 
showing a mortality of only 145 per cent, 
when the usual mcrtality is 50 per cent dur- 
ing the summer season. The chickeng were 
ready for market in five weeks, as against 
the ugual three months.

PARIS, Jan. 3.—The internal politics of 
France promise to assume an intensely per- 
sonal character at least until after the gen- 
eral elections next May. The bitter personal 
hostilities which preceded the election of 
President Poincaré in the congress at Ver- 
sailles a year ago and have smoldered ever 
since seem to be breaking out againinto open 
fire now that those in opposition to President 
Poincaré are in power. 

M. Ribot as he was leaving the Versailles 
congress said: 4 Poincaré will not last six 
months.“ This prophecy has not been ful- 
filled but it is now widely believed that M. 
Poincaré’s opponents have decided to make 
his position in the Palais de |’ Elysée as unten- 
able as was that of M. Casimir-Perier, al- 
though the difference in character of the two 
men will make a similar result more than 
doubtful. 

Make Much of an Incident. 

The newspapers whien are declaring that 
President Poincaré’s enemies have deter- 
mined to force his resignation are making 
the most out of the following incident: 

The cross of the Legion of Honor was grant- 
ed in July last to the little town of Peronne, 
in the Somme, in commemoration of its he- 
role defense against the Prussian invaders in 
1870-71. The town was besieged during De- 
cember and January. 

President Poincaré, it was decided, wae to 
hand the medal to the authorities of the town 
on Jan. 18 next. Custom holds that when the 
president of France attends an official func- 
tion he must be accompanied by the minister 
whose particular department is interested in 
the function. The decoration ceremony at 


Peronne has been postponed to June next. 
No reason for the postponement has been 


given, and it is asserted that the minister re- 


fused to accompany President Poincaré on 
the plea that such a visit might seem as if the 
minister wished to bring pressure to bear on 
the district in view of the election which is 
only four months off. It is openly stated, 
however, that the reason for the refusal of 
the minister is part of the campaign against 
the president, whose visits to the depart- 
ments have strengthened hie popularity 
among the people.

True, the writer omits to say by what 
means these disinterested executors are to 
enforce their decisions in the event of the 
financially collapsed state retaining its physi- 
cal energies and a country well adapted to 
guerrilla warfare, and this at a time whep 
the undignified position of the concert of 
Europe in the small matter of the A°gean 
islands might well suggest grave difficulties 
for The Hague in such a case, and when the 
condition of affairs in China seems to open a 
long vista of similar problems on a wider 
scale. 

‘Quotes from the Nation. 

I quote the concluding passage from the 
Nation’s exposition of the Mexican ques- 
tion for the benefit of American readers in 
order to show that, although its arguments 
are practically identical, in the matter of 
benevolent solieſtude for the weak state, with 
those which dictated the attitude of President 
Wilson and Mr. Bryan towards international 
finance last March in the far east, these argu- 
ments lead us, in Mexico, to very different 
conclusions: 

“ Foreign financial control [it says] may be 
either American or international. If it is 
the former, one example the more will have 
been added to the dismal series of those impe- 
rial interventions which usually end in the 
extinction of nationality. If, on the other 
hand, the intervention is international, and 
therefore disinterested, a barrier will have 
been raised against predatory appetites 
a check applied to the modern alliance 
militarism and finance." 

I make no apology for emphasizing t 
utterances of radical opinion on the Mexican 
question, because, as matters stand, the men 
who hold these opinions have no small voice 
in determining the direction of British for- 
eign policy and because the naive disregard of 
realities which they display is by no means 
confined to them or to Great Britain. 

One cannot help wondering how far such 
views are the result oft sincere eonviction 
and how far they are inspired by class inter- 
ests and prejudices not unconnected with 
„business. It is difficult to believe, for in- 
stance, that any sane man, seeing what have 
been the results of international finance in 
Manchuria and Mongolia during the past two 
‘years, can rise up in honesty and call it dis- 
interested. 


Look for Intervention. 

Any one who approaches the Mexican ques- 
tion along lines of practical politics must 
surely confess that; so long as the Monroe 
doctrine retains its force as the unswerving 
expression of a deep national instinct, the 
creation of an international commission to 
administer the affairs of Mexico is unthink- 

able, and would, in any case, be foredoomed 
to futility. 

It is for this reason, among others, that 
competent observers in this country are con- 
vinced that sooner or later the United States 
will be compelled to adopt a policy of active 
intervention in Mexico and that therefore 
plain, business men and sober citizens feel 
that “if ‘twere done when ‘tis done, then 
"twere well it were done quickly.”

CHINESE PROBLEMS 


SMOOTHING OUT, 


Prospects for Reform and Stable 
Government in New Republic 
Regarded as Brighter by a 
Trustworthy Observer. 


LONDON, Jan. 3.—Trustworthy informa- 
tion received in London shows that prospects 
in China are regarded on the whole as being 


better than at any time since the revolution. 


If Yuan Shih-kai can permanently assert his 
authority* there is a chance of definite im- 
provement. 

In the financial situation our Peking corre- 
spondent reports no essential change has ou 
curred. The collection of the revenue from 
the salt gabelle under Sir Richard Dane is 
proceeding satisfactorily, and justifies hopes 
of still better results. No revenue has yet 
been received from the two largest districts, 
which normally account for about half the 
total salt revenues. 

President Yuan Shih-kai has temporarily 
superseded parliament by calling a couocil, 
which may be destined either to supplement 
or to supplant the national assembly. Wnile 
Yuan Shih-kai’s intentions remain obscure, 
Li Yuan-hung is believed to be in favor of 
maintaining the authority of parliament. 


Question of the Troops. 

The position of both Yuan Shih-kai and of 
Li Yuan-hung is based upon their respective 
troops, which certainly do not want to be 
disbanded. The president would, perhaps. 
like to disband the Wuchang troops and put 
northern troops in their place. Wuchang re- 
plies, “ Medice, cura te ipsum!” 

If Yuan Shih-kai is to retrench, let him: dis- 
band some of his own troops. The southern- 
ers do not want to see Peking strong encugh 
to put them out of business.“ For this 
reason they are interested in the mainte- 
nance of the authority of parliament, if only 
as the sole alternative, for the moment toa 
president backed by force. 

It is hoped that the president will preserve 
at any rate some show of representative gov- 
ernment, even if he has to work behind it in 
his own way. Yuan Shih-kai knows his fei- 
low countrymen well enough, but the ques- 
tion is whether he has a sense for practical 


politics. 


President an Able Man. 

Thoughtful Chinese are agreed that he is 
the most able man China possesses, and that 
to oust him would be a disaster to the coun- 
try. But they do not trust him, and he 
fails to inspire them. A certain number of 
followers are devoted to him, but his influ- 
ence with the army is limited. | 

Although Russia has nominally come to 
terms with China on the question of Mon- 
golia, a great deal remains to be done at 
the three cornered conference at Kiakhta. 
Meanwhile the Outer Mongolians are still 
in arms and recently inflicted a severe de- 
feat on the Chinese. They are reported to 
be within a short distance of Kalgan. 

Lieut. Col. C. B. Bruce, the new police 
adviser to the Chinese government, was ro- 
cently in Shanghai and is alleged to have 
displayed an interest in publi¢ police mat- 
ters which might become embarrassing to 
his successor in the office of captain super- 
intendent of the municipal police. 

In Peking it had been understood that 
the British legation, while taking the nec- 
essary cognizande of Col. Bruce s new ap- 
pointment, had arranged that he should not 
exercise authority in Shanghai, especially 
in settlement. 

Col. Bruce, major in the Essex yeo- 
manry and formerly of the West Riding res- 
iment, was approved last month for appoint- 

as police adviser to the Chinese gov- 
nt. He has qualified at the Chinese

Performances in Berlin. 

Berlin's rst Parsifal production takes 
place New Year's night at the new Deutsches 
Opernhaus, the magnificent munictpally 
owned temple of art of the famous suburb of 
Charlottenburg. The kaiser’s Royal opera 
will give its Parsifal three nights later, 
on the evening of Jan. 4, and will repeat 
the performance ih a cycle of thirteen suc- 
cessive productions. 

Night after night performance of the same 
piece is a complete innovation at the Royal 
opera, and is resorted to in the case of Par- 
eifal”’ on account of the magnitude of the 
piece, which has been in reheafsa! for ten 
months. Two full casts are ready to sing 
the opera and will alternate init. The cycle 
of thirteen productions will be repeated at 
least three times during the Berlin opera 
season, which runs far into the summer. 

Meantime, forty different towns and ¢ities 
in Germany and Austria will produce the lib- 
erated mastefpiece, Italy and the Scandi- 
navian countries also have productions under 
way, and London is to see a particularly elab- 
orate performance at Covent Garden on Feb. 
2. The Grand opera at Paris expects to hold 
its Parsifal premiere about the same 
time: 


Is Baireuth Doomed? 

After having had its shutters up in 1913, it 
will be interesting to see if the Wagnerian 
festival at Baireuth in 1914 suffers materially 
from. the Parsifal competition outside. 
The epic of the Holy Grail has hitherto been 
the chief drawing card at Baireuth, for all the 
other Wagnerian works have long been pro- 
duced abroad, and, notably in America, by 
superior casts. 

Music lovers from the United States and 
England are the chief contributors to Frau 
Cosima Wagner's colossal income at Bai- 
reuth. The percentage of other foreigners 
and Germans always has been absurdly 
mall. Fears that the release of Parsifal 
for worldwide production would cut a gaping 
hole in Baireuth’s revenue were the motives 
hehind the Wagner family’s bitter fight to 
have the thirty year monopoly prolonged. 

Although the magic name of the German 
Crown Prince and any number of other per- 
sonages of rank were attached to the peti- 
tion, the reichstag was not moved by the 
tears of the uncrowned queen of Baireuth, 
for they were tinctured too visibly with the 
lodine of profit and greed. - 


Unpolitical German. 

December has brought forth two classic 
proofs of the practical impotence of publi¢ 
opinion if Germany—viz.: the defiance of 
the reichstag’s vote of censure by the im- 
perial chancellor, and the government's 
scorning of parliament's demand for official 
German participation in the San Francisco 
exposition. Prince Buelow's memoirs(“ Ger- 
many Under Emperor William II.“), which 
have just appeared, contain some reflections 
of particular pertinency at the moment. The 
former Reichskanzler says: 

We are not a political people. We appre- 
ciate political events and necessities. § . 
but what we have lacked, and still lack 
today, is the great art of pressing forward, 
once we realize the urgency of a political 
act, to genuine deeds. . I once asked 
Herr Althoff (the long time autocrat of the 
Prussian ministry of worship and education) 
why Germans are deficient in this respect. 
He replied: 

„What do you really want? We Ger- 
mans are the most intellectual and martial 
nation in the world. We have achieved 
wonders in learning, sicence, and the arts. 
The greatest philosophers, poets, and musi- 
cians are German. How, then, can you 
wonder that we are political asses? We 
must be failures at something. Political in- 
stinct is instinct for the universal. Just 
there is where the German stumbles. Po- 
litically gifted peoples, sometimes conscious- 
ly, sometimes instinctively; place the gen- 
eral national interests, in a given emergency, 
and at the right moment, above those of 
special interests. Goethe summed 
the thing up in his oft quoted phrase, that 
the German is clever in single, specialized 
things, but utterly, miserable and wretched 
in things taken altogether.’ ”’ 


Jewish Problem Play. 

One of the theatrical successes of the Ber- 
lin season is a Jewish problem, Behind 
the Walls,“ at the Komödienhaus. It deals 
with the everburning question of intermar- 
riage between Jews and Gentiles. The au- 
thor, a Dane named Henri Nathensen, him- 
self an Israelite, lays the scene in Denmark, 
but Jewry, being international and cosmo- 
politan, ‘will recognize the setting as true to 
life the world over, for the tenacity with 


which Jews hold to the matrimonial laws of 


their faith is the same in Chicago as it is in 
Copenhagen, Berlin, London, Vienna, o 
Madrid. 

“Behind the Walls gets its name from 
the author’s idea that both Jews and Chris- 
tians are immured behind antiquated walls of 
prejudice, which ought to be Knocked to 
‘pieces in what Sir Herbert Tree, the London 
‘actor, quaintly terms this so-called twen- 
tieth century.” 

Esther Levin, only daughter of Adolf 
Levin, a Jewish banker, falls in love with 
Dr. Jérgen Herming, Christian and univer- 
sity professor, and betroths herself to him 
‘without her parents’ knowledge or consent. 
Father Levin, autocrat of his household and 
orthodox, will not hear of the match, but 
‘Esther places love above “ obsolete tradi- 
tions and insists on flouting her father’s 
opposition. She becomes repentant, just be- 
fore the marriage, when her husband's pa- 
rents, uncompromisingly Christian as Father 
‘Levin is orthodox Jewish, attempt to bind 
‘Esther to baptize the children of her mar- 


* father's heart by going to such le 
her flancé, Dr. Herming, round 
F 
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he agrees to respect his bride-to-be’s senti- 
ments, and to raise their children neither as 
Jews nor Christians, but simply as Men- 
schen (men and women). Lovers of prob- 
lem plays do not as a rule sympathize with 
compromises, but “Behind the Walls” mak 
an undeniably strong appeal for a widor 
spirit of toleration between Jews and Gen- 
tiles, and may not be without effect in the 
anti-Semitic hotbed-known as modern Ger- 
many. 


Germany Is Movies Mad. 

New productions at the moving picture 
theaters—or “ palaces,” as they are known 
hereabouts—secure as much Space and dig- 
nity in the theatrical columns of the papers 
nowadays as the legitimate stage. Peo- 
ple pick up their Saturday evening papers, 
in which the bills of the succeeding week are 
announced, as much on account oft movies 
attractions as on account of Wagner, Shak- 
speare, or Lehar. In fact, all three of these

In the German Press. 


i moment the Liberal leaders have given no 


German public opinion, or what serves as 
such, is taking very calmly the attempt of 
England, France, and Russia to bluff Turkey 
into dismissing or curtailing the authority , 
of Gen. Limon von Sanders, the German 
Strategist just placed in commend of the 
Constantinople army and the reorganization 
of the Turkish military establishment. The 
kaiser’s government does not think of allow- 
ing itself to be browbeaten and would go to 
extremes, no doubt, before yielding.

Deutsche Tageszeitung (conservative): Our 
answer to the triple entente is short and to the 
point: Hands off! The military commiesion a 
Constantinople is purely a Turkten- German affair.’’ 


Comment on Mr, ‘Churchill. 
The report that Mr. Winston Churchill, first 


lord of the British admiralty, was headed 
for Germany with a view to talking naval 
disarmament with the kaiser’s people un- 
chained another flood of anti-disarmament 
comment in the German press. The follow- 
ing clarion utterance from the Kreuz-Zei- 
tung (Conservative and government in- 
spired) is characteristic:

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TO RUSH ASQUITH. 


Tactics Designed to Rusa the 
Prime Minister on a Home 
Rule Compromise Thus Far 
Have Failed of Their Purpose.

LONDON, Jan. 3.—Winter has descended as 

suddenly on English politics as on English 

scil. Beth are snowbound. 

This fact must discount the belligerent 
messages which Tory leaders sent to Tory 
organs for the New Year and their renewed 
encouragement to Ulster Orangemen to con- 
tinue their fantastic drillings and other mock 
heroic war preparations. 

These messages simply mean that for the 


indication of readiness to accept any ex- 
travagant proposal such as the perpetual 
exclusion of Ulster, which is all that Bonar 
Law can yet be induced to name as the price 
of peace and which no Liberal minister could 
even look at without breaking up both the 
Liberal and the Irish ranks. In other words, 
neither side has yet come to close quarters 
and this delay exasperates the Tories and 
weakens the Tory position, while Mr. Asquith 
can afford to wait. 


Bonar Law Sadly Harried. 

Bonar Law, on the other hand, is sur- 
rounded by eager and nervous friends who 
have to choose between compromise or risk- 
ing their precious necks in civil war. This 
is the explanation as to why the Tories are 
trying every plan to rush the Liberals into 
some disastrous deal, but Mr. Asquith stands 
by his declaration that he will not be 
hustled. 

As to the temper of the Liberal party: this 
attitude of Mr. Asquith is hailed with satis- 
faction—exasperation, suspicion, and detesta- 
tion of all compromise being their almost 
universa) mood. 

On the other hand that section represented 
by the Manchester Guardian is pressing for 
rapid negotiations 80 as to prevent an out- 


burst of violence by the Tories in the early 
days of the coming session, but these ap- 
prehensions I cénsider exaggerated. 

Christmastide produced significant proof 
of the universal English feeling against 
pushing things to extremes. Bishops and 
parsons prayed and preached in favor of 
peace, which is an indication of such general 
sentiment in favor of settlement as to make 
accommodation inevitable. 


No Anti-American Entente. 

The controversy in American papers over 
suggestions of an anti-American entente be- 
tween England and Germany has found its 
way across the Atlantic. So far as we know 
in London, this idea is entirely unfounded. 
It certainly has nothing to do with the 
Panama-Pacific exposition. 

I have made searching inquiries as to the 
whole story about the exposition and this 
is exactly how it stands: Some minor offi- 
cials of the board of trade reported unfavor- 
ably against participation purely on busi- 
ness grounds, It was reported 
ously that while England was asked to spend 
$1,000,000, the American congress had con- 
sented to spend only $500,000. Only a few 
English business men were at first consulted 
and their answers were unfavorable.

But emphatically there is no anti-American 
entente. The only trace I can find is a sore- 
ness of feeling regarding the extension of 
the Monroe doctrine, apparently excluding 
all English participation in the employment 
of capital in Central or South American 
countries, but this feeling finds little expres- 
sion in British journals and does not affect 
the overwhelming sentiment of the masses 
of English people for cordial relations with 
America.

Several years ago preparation was begun 
to give to the centennial of Perry's victory

in Lake Erie the recognition it deserved | 


from the nation, particularly from the west. 
This year the centennial of a more adven- 
turous and not less important victory may 
receive scant attention, even in the east. 

Possibly it was Thomas Macdonough’s 
misfortune not to have a phrase or a phrare- 
maker, 

His memory deserves more than may be 
granted to it. It was late in the war when 
1h- British assembled under Sir George Pre- 
vost, undertook the invasion of New York 
by the route taken by Burgoyne thirty-seven 


~years before, the natural route through the 
* gateway from Canada. For it the control 
et Lake Ohamplain was essential. 


Prevost had command of 11,000 men. It 
is easily forgotten that this was, numeric- 
ally, the thost formidable expedition ever 
dispatched by Grert Britain against the 
United States. Ross burned Weshington 


with 4,000 men. 


The strategy was that of earlier years, 


_Rnsuecessful before, when the farmers’ boys 
came pouring out of the New England states 


and stopped Burgoyne first at the important 


engagement at Bennington and later, at the 
* climax, at Saratoga. They saved the repub- 


lic then, but they were not saving it when 
Prevost, with his larger force, threatened 


to drive a wedge down into the heart of the 
“eountry. 


New England was passive. Mas- 
sachusetts, with her 72,900 trained state 
troops, said: It is Mr. Madison’s war. 
Let him fight it.“ ' 

Gen. Macomb, in command of the troops 
at Plattsburg, had 2,000 effectives with 
whom to oppose Prevost's 11,000. On the 
lake, to clear the way for the expedition 
and maintain its line of communication, was 
a fleet of one brig, two sloops, and a dozen 
gunboats. The construction of à thirty- 
seven gun frigate had been begun. 

The Americans had on the lake a heavy 


eorvette, two smaller vessels, and ten gun-

bos ts, and under construction a brig. Capt. 
: ugh was in command of the fleet. 
When his vessels met the British in Sep- 
tember, 1814, he was inferior in metal and 
men. Perry, on Lake Erie, was superior in 
both to the enemy. Even as happened to 
Perry, Macdonough’s chief vessel, the Sara- 
toga, became disabled, but Macdonough did 
n.t desert it. He successfully performed 
the operation of winding ship,“ presented 
an unscarred and effective side to the foe 
already in imagination victorious, and in the 
following half hour forced the enemy's flag- 
ship to strike colors. The other ships of the 
British squadror then lowered their flags 
and the Americans hed >ontrol of the lake. 
.. Prevost marched back into Canada with- 


| out having the opportunity to strike at the 


vitals of a nation weakened by the virtual 
New England secession and by scarcity of 
trained and discivlined soldiers. 

Again the navy, which the Jeffersonians 
‘had refused to support because it was e 
“ Federalist institution,” had saved Amer- 
jean territory and atoned for the misman- 
agement and inefficiency of land campaigns. 
It wos late in the war, and possibly the 
disaster of a reversal on Lake Champlain 
could be exaggerated now, but Preyost, suc- 
cessful, would have given geographical iso- 
lation te the New England states, already 
isolated politically from the rest of the na-

It had the specie of the country; it had 
sound banks and manufacturers; the aggres- 
sions of France and England had stified its 
commerce, but it was trading in foodstuffs 
even with the enemy and was holding mili- 
tary support from the union. 

When ‘the Hartford convention met in 
December, 1814, to “obtain such amend- 
ments and explanations of the constitution 
as will secure them (the different states) 
froin further evils,” it was prepared to pro- 
nonce in favor of separation, and the bear- 
ers of its resolutions to Washington carried 
virtually an ultimatum to President Madi- 
soi and congress. 

They were hushed by the opportune ar- 
rival of news from New Orleans and from 
Ghent. Peace was declared; Jackson had 
won. The retreat of the New England dele- 
gates was almost ignominious. 

What would have happened if Prevost 
hai-been successful where Burgoyne had 
failed and had split the country apart, and 
what these New England states would have 
done is useless subject for present conjec- 
tir, but ome with substance enough) to 
justify a lively sense of gratitude in remem- 
brance of a young commander aot often 
enough remembered. 

This is essentially the east's celebration, 
but the entire nation could well prepare to 
give the work of Macdonough its due recog- 
nition next September. 


REGULATION OF THE CARRIERS. 

The fedéral control of the issue of stocks 
and bonds by railroads is certain to be one 
of the chief subjects of consideration at the 
coming session of congress, and may sven 
reach the stage of legislation. The ap- 
proval of such control by prominent railroad 
men elicited by Tun Trisune’s interroga- 
tories would seem to promise at least early 
progress toward such legislation, although 
Democratic leadership is likely to display 
reluctance, if not opposition, on the grounds 
of centralization. 

In the degree that such reluctance or 
opposition compels a deliberate treatment 
of the subject with all its factors and rami- 
fications, it may be welcomed. The means, 
methods, and instrumentalities of control 
must be cautiously canvassed, the legal and 
financial potentialities studied, thé results 
foreseen so far as possible. 

For example, the proposed new respon- 
sibility cannot be light heartedly dumped 
upon the already heavily loaded shoulders 
of the interstate commerce commission. If 
this commission is to be given such a task 


| its work in other directions probably must 


be lightened in some manner, its organiza. 
tion improved, its means enlarged, or its 
numbers increased. 

The claims of state and federal authority 
which already have caused so many diffi- 
culties are deeply involved in the control of 


Stocks and bonds. Perhaps the safest way 


to solve these problems is by providing for 
federal incorporation, so that corporations 
may give up state charters and place them- 
selves under the exclusivé regulation of the 


federal government. Whether a federal in- 


corporation law could be passed in a Demo- 
cratic congress in which state rights tradi- 
tions are strong may, perhaps, be doubted. 
But the fight could be made for it. 

As for the form or extent of control, it is 
useful at this time to recall the opinions ex- 
pressed by President Taft's commission on 


| railroad securities, of which President Had- 


ley of Yale was chairman. This commis- 
sion reported unanimously, and on this point 
was of the following opinion: 

As far as concerus the immediate action 
of congress, we believe that stringent pro- 
visions regarding publicity of stocke and 
bond issues, which will show how far the 
laws are obeyed, and will ena ble the federal 
government to hold the railroad officials re- 
sponsible for the consequences of not obey- 
ing them, will be more salutary and more 
effective than any new statutory demands.” 

The commission thought that the time is 
not yet ripe for exclusive federal control, be- 
cause local needs are still so divergent and 
enforced uniformity impracticable. Its 
recommendation, therefore, was for the 
adoptiop of provisions regarding publicity 
which will show the actual s regarding 
stock and bond issues in the several states 
and the consideration received therefor. 

Such legislation should be accomplished 
without doubt, if more cannot be accom- 
plished. But the consideration of single 
control sheuld not be shirked or postponed. 
The Progressives and Republicans should 
find a common fighting ground in favor of a 
law which will bring interstate activities 
wholly within the control of an interstate 
agency fully equipped to weigh and compose 
the claims and needs of localities and of the 
country at large. 

The present situation is dubious and in- 
jurious to all interests. Clashes between 
state and national authorities are deplor- 
able, while serving many masters well is 


railroad management. As Tue Trisune 
has said before, there is need for a compre- 
hensive, consistent, and persistent policy 
respecting interstate carriers, a policy which 
will foster their legitimate growth, insure 
their efficiency to serve the public, prevent 
the imposition of undue charges upon the 
traffic, protect investors from exploitation 
by. financial adventurers, or unjust exac- 
tions by popularity seeking legislatures, in- 
eure. fair wages and favorable conditions of 
labor to employés and reasonable standards 
of safety for them and for the public, © 

The sooner we thrash these problems out 
and arrive at such a constructive policy the 
better. Doubt, hesitation, stagnation in 
transportation enterprise checks the wh 
material progress of the country. |

While thousands of young men in Chicago 
and throughout the country clamor for work 
and cannot find it, abandoned farms are dot- 
ting .sections of the weighboring state of 
Michigan, according to à correspondent 
whese letter was printed in Tun Trisuxnr 
the other morning. In the state of New York 
and all through the New England states a 
greit many farmhouses are boarded up 
because there is no one to live in them and

over the country are experiencing a scarcity 
of labor, it is stated. | . 
Wulle there are many difficulties in the 
way of owning, and even renting, these lands 
for cultivation, the vacant farmhouses ate 
nevertheless a rebuke to many young and 
even middle aged men who hang on to un- 
certain jobs in the city and make no at- 
tempt to become independent as producers 
in rural districts. The difficulties which the 
men who sought to get a hold of such aban- 
doned land today would meet with are small 
indeed compared to the hardships which 
men put up with when they first tried to 
conquer the west. What a pitiful spectacle 
many of the young fellows who haunt the 
Slums of the city as down and outs and 
jobless make beside the sturdy pioneers who 
two generations back conquered the west! 
Those men did not wait for jobs to turn up. 
They made their own jobs. 

There is another thing that the scarcity 
of farm labor told of by the correspondent 
suggests. it is the need of competent mu- 
nicipal or state employment bureaus which 
will have the industrial situation of the 
country on their fingers’ ends, 80 to speak, 
and will know exactly where and when 
farm labor is needed. While many of the 
unemployed men lack the enterprise to go 
on a farm, there andoubtedly must be oth- 
ers who would gladly take to farm work, 
but they do not know how to get at it. 


OPPRESSION IN AMERICA. 

Another bureaucratic agtack upon individ- 
uals has been recorded in the rejection of 
a Hungarian business man at New York be- 
cause he once took part in a dvel in his 
own country. | 

The fact that a wodern duel) is less dau- 
gerous than a game of football, or a bargain 
counter rush, or ab American political con- 
vention, or an evening stroll in Grant park 
is not to the point. 

If any foreign monarchy excluded as dan- 
gerous American travelers who had indulged 
in these pursuits we would resent it as the 
tyranny of autocratic governments. 

Our own government is becoming more 
tyrannous than the czar’s. 

The recent New York offense is but a 
climax to a series of outrages. . 

The fact is that there are bigots in this 
country who propose to compel all people to 
obey their views of personal conduct under 
pain of imprisonment. They are fathering 
a movement to mediwvalism, to a repeal of 
the constitutional guarantees of liberty. 

They have a faculty of sneaking enact- 
ments into the statute books which, ignored 
for the most part, are invoked on special 
occasions as a sacrifice to notoriety or a 
tribute to blackmail. They create a wide 
demand for officers pledged not to enforce 
absurd laws, thus conducing to lawlessness 
and a general state of immorality. 

People who wish to see orderly govern- 
ment in the interest of freedom instead of 
hysterical enactments it the interest of 
license should pull themselves together and 
insist upon more reasonable conduct of pub- 
lic affairs.

SAFEGUARDING THE HEALTH OF THE COUNTRY SCHOOL TEACHER. 


Will you write an articie to help coun- 
try school teachers living without city 
conveniences to keep well? E. P. B. 

HE above request is abstracted from 
a recent letter. In replying the 
emphasis will be put upon the how 
phase of the question. The ques- 
tioner had in mind the teachers who 
teach in country and small town schools, 
where the buildings are poorly equipped; 
where there are but few convenien< es, com- 
forts, or safeguards; where the equipment 
cannot be greatly changed; where the water 
comes from wells, the heat from stoves or 
hot air furnaces, and in bad weather the 
children bring muddy shoes and wet over 
clothes into the schoolrooms; where the 
schools are not connected with sewer sy¢- 


tems. 


The question is: What can the teacher 
do to keep herself healthy? 


„ 


. Lam starting with the assumption that 
the hundreds of thousands of teachers know 
that the percentage of ill health among 
teachers is somewhat high and want to do 
what they can to rectify it. They are ask- 
ing the question How?“ That question 
we shall try to answer. 

I should say that first in importance is 
nerves. In an article written for that most 
intelligent group, the school teachers, it is 
not necessary to go into minor details. 
Nerves results from poor mental methods. 
The cure for nerves is mental training. 

To every explosion there are two factors 
—the irritating party and the irritated party. 
The teacher works all day trying to con- 
trol the irritating party. She will pot suc- 
ceed unless she devotes some part of the 
day to training the irritated party.

I have just read a booklet that I think 
would be of great aid to teachers, It is 
called Calm Yourself.” It is sane, good 
natured, poised, clear, scientific, and simple, 
and it sells for 50 cents. Another excel- 
lent book is Arnold Bennetts “ Human 
Machine.” For years I have had beneiit 
from Osler’s Essay on Equanimity.” 

Poise can only come as the result of train- 
ing. Bennett sets aside a half hour a day 
tor this self-training. This is enough if the 
teacher will carry its influence on through- 
out the contacts of the working day. 

We must not lose sight of the fact that 
the best training of the irritating factors is 
the influence of a poised, irritated factor. 
A teacher who has always been tired and 
cross and learns how to be tired and good 
natured will find it much easier to control 
the tired and crdéss children. 

The “how” of poise is a matter of tra in- 
ing one’s mind so that good mental habits 
replace the faulty ones. There is no other 
way. This should not prove difficult to 
mental trainers—school teachers.

The exceedingly hard days for the teacher 
and the pupils are the bilious days. Bilious- 
ness is usually due to constipation. There- 
fore, one of the “hows” is how to avoid 
constipation. 

The teacher should keep a pitcher of 
water and a glass on her desk. She should 
drink from half a gallon to a gallon during 
the school day. It will be better if she 
makes no particular effort to keep the water 
cool. It should be taken in sips every few 
minutes during the day. 

She should keep fruit on her desk and eat 
one or two pieces during the day. | In the 
main the fruit to eat its apples, but these 
should be varied with pears, peaches, ban- 
anas, oranges, limes, turnips, carrots;-and 
radishes. The fruit should be washed, then 
wrapped in clean paper, and thus kept in 
the desk. Some of it should be eaten un- 
peeled. Bananas, lemons, limes, and, for 
most people, oranges should be peeled. This 
should be supplemented by such a change 
in the food at home as will tend to prevent 
or overcome constipation

It has been noticed that contagion is 
worse in the spring than in the fall. In 
large cities, where they plat out diagrams 
of contagion, they find that the curve starts 
low when the children come together in the 


tight. The usual complaint of cold is due 
to uneven temperature in the room—a tem- 
perature of 75 at the head level and at 65 
at the feet level, a temperature of 80 around 
the stove, and of 60 next the window. 

It the school is in a town where there is 
electric current during the school hours, 
electric fans will remedy this defect. The air 
next to the skin is about 90; the air next to 
the window may be 55. Obviously, then, 
in winter time the fans should not play 
directly on the people They should play on 
the radiators, or stove, or the inside wall.

If fans are not possible, what can be done? 
I am assuming that the heating system is in 
and cannot be changed. The windows must 
be periodically opened and the room blown 
out. It is better to keep the room at 55 to 
60, even if the children must continuously 
wear their wraps, than it is to keep the head 
in air at 75 and the feet at 65. 

If the teacher’s feet are cold during the 
day, let her provide herself with moccasins 
madé of sheepskin tanned with the wool on 
and with the wool on the inside. Such 
moccasins are on the market.

Let her keep the humidity about 50. This 
means about ten degrees difference between 
the readings of the wet and dry thermome- 
ter. This means frosted windows on a 
wintry day. There is no health in a school 
where the windows, if single, do not frost 
on a wintry day. 

It the room is heated by a stove, a large 
water pan on the top of the stove will fur- 
nish moisture enough. The pan must set 
flat enough on the stove to keep the water 
close to the boiling point. Gallons of water 
will be required, as one who watches the 
hygrometer will soon learn, and any ar- 
rangement that does not provide gallons to 
be evaporated will be ineffective. If the 
room is heated by hot air, a water tank 
must be set in the hot air chamber above 
the dome of the firebox.

To keep down dust, Miss Morris of the 
Louisiana board of health recommends 
“ dustless sweepers, dust cloths wrung out 
* kerosene for each schoolroom and oiled

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Write to the state board of health about 
the water supply. Tell them the depth of 
the well; whether it is cemented or cased, 
and, if so, how far down the location of the 
well with respect to stables, privies, the 
schoolhouse, and other sources of soil pollu- 
tion; the type of the soil and the direction 
of flow of ground water (if known); wheth- 
er the water rises during rains and falls 
during drought, and the taste of the water. 
The state board will either examine the 
water or else it will tell you whether water 
from wells of the type of yours is safe or not. 

A water used by a group, say the school 
children, to be safe must be purer than 
water used by a single family. If the water 
is unsafe, let the teacher make it safe by 
(a) heat or by (b) chloride of lime. Place 
the water in a ketttle on the stove, bring 
the temperature to 160, and hold it about 
there for twenty minutes. Put it ina clean 
bucket and allow it to cool, the more quickly 
the better. Water heated in this way will 
contain no live typhoid or diarrhcea germs, 
and it will not be as flat as boiled water. 

To sterilize water with lime: Have the 
druggist prepare a solution of chlorinated 
lime, one level teaspoonful to four cupfuls 
of water. Use lime from one pound tin cans. 
Keep the bottles corked well. One tea- 
spoonful of this solution added to a two gal- 
lon bucket of water will sterilize it. The 
taste of chlorine will disappear after the 
water has stood twenty minutes.

With some forms of contagion this rule 
does not always hold true in the country 
schools. For instance, a country school 
may have a run of measles in the fall and 
be free in the spring. The reason is that 
country communities are commonly free 
from measles, and, when by accident the 
contagion gets in in the fall, it spreads. The 
city harbors measles all the time, and the 
law of growth is not subject to the same 
chance. 

The reason for this gradual rise in the 
sickness line is that carriers of colds, pneu- 
monia, diphtheria, scarlet fever, and other 
forms of coutagion come into the schools. 


There is a gradual spread with a gradual 


rise in severe illnesses. 

The point to it is that mild illnesses bear 
a relation to severe illnesses. Their rela- 
tion to contagion is well proved. In fact, 
it is easy to demonstrate it in schools pro- 
vided with nursing, inspection, and labora- 
tory service. j

The teacher will not be highly susceptible 
to contagion. In this day practically all 
of the teachers worth saving are vaccinated 
and are, therefore, in no danger from small- 
pox. Most of them have had ordinary forma 
of contagion. Some have not. 

Alertness will serve to protect the teacher 
and her school. In time she will be able

The teacher will do well to get a bit of 
fresh air at each recess period. For her 
short essay out of doors, she will be better 
off if she does not wrap up too much. Warm 
covering for her hands, feet, and head, 
and the ordinary schoolroom clothes are 
about enough. But a few minutes and her 
heat making apparatus will be equal to the 
strain. 

A dozen deep breaths will serve to dis- 
tribute the blood heat well and keep the 
skin warm. To move about briskly not 
only makes heat by burning up muscle but 
it distributes the heat to those parts of the 
body where cold is appreciated.

As the teacher’s work is mental, unless 
systematic effort is made, her muscles wil] 
grow flabby and soft. The powers of muscu- 
lar conformation will also suffer. Phere- 
fore, the wise teacher will devote some time 
each day to muscular exercise. 

Some teachers will find a way to go into 
a cold room, preferably a heated room with 
wide open windows, and use some form of 
rubber cord or weight exercise for fifteen 
minutes a day.» Those who cannot do this 
can exercise while teaching reading, taking 
part in ordinary conversation, or riding to 
and from school. 

The muscles can be exercised by having 
them pull against each other quite as well 
as by having them pull against a weight. 
With the hand lying quietly in the lap, every 
muscle of the arm, forearm, and hand can 
be made taut. Wherever in the body there 
is a group of muscles, there is also an ap- 
tagonizing group. When these two groups 
pull each against the other, each is exer- 
cised, and no change in posture results.

The teacher must go to sleep at night in 
a cold room. In order to be comfortable she 
must provide herself with high, warm slip- 
pers and a warm wrap. She must pro- 
vide her bed with plenty of covering. But 
thesé requirements having been met, at 
least one window must be raised to the 
full. The room temperature in winter must 
be below 50.

Also, if a man buys a separator and gives 
a note for it and it is not satisfactory can 
he make the seller accept the machine rather 
than pay for it?

1. The fact that this man marries does not re- 
lieve him from lability to pay the balance due. 
If a chattel mortgage was signed when the ma- 
chine was purchased, the seller can take the ma- 
chine to satisfy the balance. 

2. If the separator falls to work as represented, 
the purchaser is hot under obligation to pay for 
it. He should so notify the seller, requesting him 
to take back the machine.

| Widowed Princess Leopold of Hohen- 
zollern, who so narrowly escaped be- 

the aed ee of Spain. For her husband, 
— rince Leopold of Hohenzollern, was, 
1870, elected to the throne of Spain by the 
POA assembly of that country at the 
nstance of the then dictator, Gen. Prim. 

The prince accepted the offer in the first 
Place, then withdrew it, in consequence of 
the popular outcry raised in France against 
the idea of a Hohenzollern reigning at Ma- 
arid. Not content with this, the French 
government demanded a pledge from him, 
and from the chief of his house, the then 
ruler of Prussia, that he would not then or 
at any future time accept the crown of 
Spain, and it was because neither he nor 
King William of Prussia were willing to 
bind themselves to any such promise that 
the Franco-German war of 1870 took place. 

The late Princess Leopold was by birth 
an infanta of Portugal, a daughter of Queen 
Maria Della Gloria, and of her Saxe-Coburg 
husband, King Consort Ferdinand. The 
princess may be said to have had an Amer- 
ican stepmother, For her father, King Fer- 
dinand, after the death of Queen Maria, mar- 
ried morganatically the Boston cantatrice.

The princess’ honeymoon was saddened by 
the tragic death in rapid succession and at 
a few days’ interval of one another of three 
of her brothers, King Peter V. of Portugal 
and Infants John and Ferdinand, all three 
of whom are generally believed to have been 
killed, like Queen Stephanie of Portugal, by 


an Abyssinian poison, to which the prin- 


cess’ surviving brother, King Luis, aleo al- 
most succumbed. Indeed, he never entirely 
shook off thé effects of the poison, from 
which he suffered throughout his life. 

The names of those responsible for these 
crimes are a matter of common report in 
Portugal, and it may be added that the trag- 
edy coincided with the mysterious murder 
of the principal French chef of the royal 
kitchens at Lisbon, the man being found 
dead in a dark street hear the king's palace 
with a knife plunged through his heart. It 
was naturally rumored that he was killed 
in order to prevent him from making any 
revelations. | 

The late Princess Leopold played a prom- 
ment role in bringing about the marriage of 
her granddaughter, Princess Augustine of 
Hohenzollern, with her grandnephew, King 
Manuel. She was a sister-in-law of King 
Charles of Roumania, the grandmother of 
the crown prince of that country, and the 
aunt of King Albert of Belgium. 


~- 

Both the Salvation army and the cause of 
temperance have sustained a severe loss 
through the demise at Stockholm of Queen 
Dowager Sophia of Sweden. Her testamen- 
tary dispositions are likely, moreover, to 
prove the source of considerable controversy 
and bad blood among the various members 
of the reigning house of Sweden. Her pri- 
vate fortune is large, inherited from her 
father, the penultimate sovereign Duke of 
Nassau, and derived from the farming out 
of the public gambling tables at Wiesbaden 
~—gambling tables that were abolished by 
the crown of Prussia when it annexed Nas- 
gau at the close of the war of 1866. 

This money of hers has already been a 
source of some bitterness among her chil- 
dren during her lifetime, For King Gustav, 
as well as hie brothers, Prince Charies and 
Prince Eugene, complained bitterly that she 
Javished her wealth on her favorite son, 
Oscar, who resigned his royal status, and 
gur rendered his right of succession to the 
throne in order to wed her former maid of 
honor, Mise Ebba Munk. If, as generally 
anticipated, it is found thet she has be- 
gueathed the bulk of her fortune, perhaps

These three are badly off, indeed, espe- 
cially the king, since the civil Ust of the 
rulers of Sweden was arranged on the basis 
that it would be supplemented to the tune 
of more than 50 per cent by the kingdom of 
Norway. Norway naturally, since its seces- 
sion from Sweden, no longer contributes a 
penny piece to the income of the king of 
Sweden, who, moreover, has lost the enjoy- 
ment of all the crown property in Norway, 
But King Gustav's Swedish civil list remains 
at just the same figure as when his father, 
the late King Oscar, came to the dual throne 
near half a century ago. 

The present reigning house of Sweden has 
been unfortunate in money matters. Its 
founder, King Charles XIV., had accumulat- 
ed a colossal private fortune, a considerable 
portion of which was derived from the huge | 
sums of money and other treasure which he | 
extorted from the authorities, and the lead- | 
ing citizens of the rich German towns which 
he seized or occupied while still in command 
of French troops of the Napoleonic armies, as 
Field Marshal Bernadotte. But at his death 
not a cent of it could be found. Even the 
money which had been confided to him by 
Czar Alexander I., in trust for the child of 
King Gustavus IV., and of his divorced wife, 
born of their brief reconciliation, many years 
after the severance of their first marriage, 
and never acknowledged as a princess of the 
blood, had disappeared. 

His grandson, Charles XV., received an im- 
mense fortune through his wife, a princess 
of the Netherlands. But at their death it 
was found that they had each of them left 
all that they possessed to their only child, 
Princess Louise, now Dowager Queen of 
Denmark. Charles XV. had even gone to the 
length of bequeathing to her all the art treas- 
ures in his palaces. 


— 

Queen Sophia was a kind hearted old 
woman, but gloomy. In fact. thirty years 
ago, already, she was suffering to such an 
extent from melancholia of a religious char- 
acter that her physicians insisted upon her 
doing actual house and garden work, such 
as sweeping, digging, and raking, in order 
to produce a physical exhaustion that would 
divert her thoughts from somber subjects. 
She took no part in the official life at court. 
held aloof from all court festivities, and 
usually managed to be abroad at the time of 
the court season. As her daughter-in-law, 
the present queen, always has been an in- 
valid and forced to spend the greater part 
of the year in southern latitudes—that is to 
say, on the Riviera, at Rome, in Sicily, and 
along the northern shores of Africa—the 
court of Stockholm was abandoned, in a fem 
inine sense, until the charming elder daugh- 
ter of the Duke and Duchess of Connaught 
married the present crown prince of Sweden 
and took up her residence at Stockholm.

Emperor William has within the last few 
weeks transferred his banking account from 
the great Berlin banking house of Delbruck 
& Schickler to the Bank of the Empire and 
Maritime Trade, at Berlin, which will hence- 
forth have charge of his private fortune as 
well as of the huge entailed property of the 
reigning house of Prussia. 

The reason for this change is that since 
the death of Louis Delbruck the control of 
his bank has passed into the hands of his two 
other partners—namely: Baron Arthur 
Schickler of the French Jockey club, a com- 
pletely Gallicized German, and his son-in- 
law, Count Hubert de Pourtales, aleo a 
French citizen. 

The objections to the private fortune of the 
emperor and likewise the property of the 
reigning house of Prussia remaining in the 
hands of a banking house controlled by two 
French citizens are so numerous and so ob- 
vious that it ise unnecessary to particularize 
the reasons which have led the kaiser to 
make this change.

> take much pride in dressing their hair, 


STERILIZED MILK IS BAD. 


Robert Mond, Scientific Chemist, 
Reports Results of Interest- 
ing Experiments. 


[SPECIAL CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ! 

LONDON, Jan. 3.—Widespread interest is 
aroused by the declaration of Robert Mond, 
the well known scientific chemist, that steril- 
ized milk is dangerous food for children, es- 
pecially since so high an authority as Sir 
Almroth Wright appears disposed generally 
to support Mond’s conclusions, suggesting 
the advisability that the whole question be 
made the subject of further scientific re- 
search under the direction of the govern- 
ment. 

Mond's experiments for many years in the 
experimental dairy and in an infants’ hos- 
pital tend to confirm Dr. Koch's assertion 
tha® tubercular infection is not conveyable 
in milk from cattle to human beings—an 
opinion which is opposed to the general med- 
ical belief. 

Even more startling is his conclusion that 
sterilized condensed milk is dangerous to 
children because sterilization, by destroying 
the natural nutritive properties of the fluid, 
weakens mstead of nourishing the child, thus 
directly predisposing to tubercular infection. 


Kittens Die on Sterilized Milk. 

One experiment consisted in feeding a num- 
ber of kittens on sterilized milk, All died of 
starvation in a fortnight. Similarly, a large 
number of infants fed exclusively on the 
same diet Geveloped tuberculosis of the 
bovine type, whereas natural milk from tu- 
berculous cows did not produce any symp- 
toms of disease. 

Sir Almroth Wright's conclusion is that 
the importance of excluding infection gen- 
erally is exaggerated. He thinks well nour- 
ished children are best able to resist or eject 
disease germs, and considers the nutritive 
value of milk undeniably affected by sterili- 
gation. 

Dr. Ralph Vincent in a book just published, 
entitled Nutrition for the Infant,“ asserts 
that the use of sterilized milk and patent 
foods induces rickets, infantile scurvy, and 
various intestinal disorders. 


Puzzle for Anxious Mothers. 

It is safe to prophesy that these opinions 
will lead to a battle royal of physicians. 
Meanwhile millions cl anxious mothers the 
world over, for years advised by doctors to 


avold unbolled milk, now find themselves | 


warned by chemical experts against follow- 
ing this advice. 

The immediate result of the controversy 
prebably will be to create widespread doubts 
as to the value not only of boiled milk but 
of medical specialists’ opinions, at the same 
time relieving the cow of much undeserved 
reproach.

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'MORALS OF BERLIN | ALLEGES BISMARCK PLOT. 
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ARE ASSAILED. 


Statement by Damrosch Regard- 
ing Conditions of Young Girls 
Studying Music Abroad Leads 
to Some Angry Comments. 


[SPECIAL CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. | 

BERLIN, Jan. 3.—The big colony of Amer. 
ican music students in Berlin, which in- 
cludes persons from every state in the union, 
almost from every city of importance, is 
giving rise to editorial remarks in Musical 
America. ü 

Referring to a statement of Walter Dam- 


rosch regarding conditions surrounding 
young women studying music abroad, Mu- 
sical America says: They have such an 
effect on American girls as to make white 
slave stories sound like pretty fairy tales. 

Mr. Damrosch said: “ They come to me 
hollow eyed and stripped of everything— 
money, jewels, health, virtue, even of the 
belief in God.“ 


Regarded as Attack on Honor. 

Many American girls who are studying here 
regard this as an attack on their honor and 
character. The consensus of opinion ap- 
pears to be that, while there is some founda- 
tion for the charge, the moral atmosphere 
of Berlin, where American parents unad- 
visedly send their daughters unprotected 
and without a chaperon, is no worse than 
that of New York and that Mr. Damrosch, 
from his knowledge of a few cases, concluded 
that the majority of American students here 
are of the same type. 

Eleanor Paintor, prima donna of the 
Deutsches opera in Berlin, said: I have 
studied and sung in New York, London, and 
Berlin, and I have found conditions nod worse 
here than they are in New York. While the 
opportunities to study here with hundreds 
of concerts nightly and opera for eight 
months of the year are much greater, New 
York cannot throw any moral stones at Ber- 
lin. A girl of strong moral character an4 
determined to keep straight is in no greater 
danger in Berlin than in New York. I do 
not approve of young girls from small towns 
not familiar with life being sent unprotected 
to Berlin any more than I approve of thelr 
being sent to New York in similar condi- 
tions.” 


Chicago Pastor Is Quoted. 

Dr. Crosser of Chicago, pastor of the 
| American church in Berlin, said: “It is 
equally misleading to say that the statement 
fis true or to deny it flatly. Music teachers 
at home and abroad will take sides as the 
matter affects them materially, but those 
who are not teachers and who are not afraid 
to speak out openly admit the danger not 
only to young women but also to young men. 
It is only fair, however, to say that itis 
greatly to the credit of American girls that 
they have withstood so well the temptations 
of Europe. A more critical period of their 
lives is when they return home, because the 
new attitude they take toward American 
ideas and old friends is apt to develop rest- 
lessness among them and discontent with 
their former life and environment.”

PORTUGAL’S AFFAIRS CHAOTIC. 


Absorption of African Colonies by the 
British and German Interests 
Is Discussed. 


LONDON, Jan. 3.—Political conditions in 
Portugal are regarded by many observers as 
nearly chaotic. No man has yet been found 
who can bring the discordant elements to- 
gether, and the worst is prophesied in some 
quarters for the republic. 

The recent latest attempt to start a revo- 
lution was, however, of the comic opera va- 
riety. The authorities are said to have been 
afraid to bring the fleet to Lisbon, fearing 
that the navy would turn against the govern- 
ment, and the army has been kept on the 
move for the same reason. The only thing 
that prevents the government from being 
overthrown is that the revolutionists are as 
badly off for a leader as those in power. 

All this gives credence to the repeated re- 
ports that the British and German govern- 
ments are in earnest negotiation in regard 
to the Portuguese coloniesin Africa. There 
has long been an understanding as to the di- 
vision of these colonies when the expected 
breakup of Portugal comes. 

Some have even gone so far as to express 
the opinion that three German ships now vis- 
iting the west coast of Africa are there to 
take over some of the colonies at an oppor- 
tune moment. As to what is to become of 
Portugal itself no one can be found to ex- 
press an opinion, but it has been suggested 
that the coutnry might come under the pro- 
tection of Spain with the support of the 


powers. 


LEARNS FROM ‘FRENCH COURT. 


American Deputy Consul General at 
Paris Points Out Merits of 
System. 


PARIS, Jan. 3--H. Cleveland Coxe, a 
member of the New York bar, and deputy 
consul general at Paris, has written a bro- 
chure on the advantages to legal practice in 
America of modifying the adherence to court 
decisions and applying in a modified form 
the system in France of each case being 
tried aceording to the law and the evidence 
brought out in the case.

Instead of a French judge being obliged 
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Prof. Delbrueck Says the Iron 
Chancellor Planned to Over- 
throw German Constitution. 


BERLIN, Jan. 3.—Bismarck planned to 
Overthrow the constitution of the German 
empire and abolish manhood suffrage in the 
reichstag elections, according to Prof, Hans 
Delbrueck the celebrated historian of the 
University of Berlin. 

In a book just published the historian de- 
Clares that this radical plan, to which the 
Emperor William IT. refused his assent, was 
the cause of the first chancellor's fall. The 
story in brief is as follows: 

Bismarck, who had continuously Increasing 
difficulties in working with the reichstag and 
finding majorities for his various policies, 
had apparently, at the beginning of the 
eighties, become convinced that he would 
not be able to govern permanently with a 
reichstag elected according to the consti- 
tution of the.new empire, and began laying 
plans for its abolition. 


adopt a resolution declaring that the Ger- 
man empire was a free federation of princes 
and could be dissolved by them at any time. 
With this resolution in hand he was ready 
for the reichstag elected in 1887, in which 
there was a clear majority of Socialists, 
Clericals, and Radicals against him. 


Outlines Bismarck’s Plans. 

The anti-Socialist law, ‘enacted in 1878, 
which made virtual criminals of Socialists 
and their sympathizers and authorized mar- 
tial law in a town harboring them, was to 
expire at the end of 1887, unless reénacted 
by the refchstag. Delbrueck asserts that 
Biemarck, although he could have secured 
the extension of the law from the reichstag, 
deliberately refrained from serious effort to 
this end and permitted the measure to lapse. 

He counted, according to Prof. Delbrueck, 
that this reichstag would be dissolved, that 
the dissolution would be followed by rioting 
and bloodshed, and that the failure of par- 
lament to reénact the law ‘ostensibly de- 
signed to cripple socialist agitation and dis- 
order would excite a storm against the reich- 
stag, under cover of which he could safely 
clip its wings. 

With the people sufficiently alarmed at 
street fighting, and other intimations of mob 
rule, Bismarck planned to have the em- 
peror announce that he renounced the im- 
perial crown. 


Rebuffed by the Emperor. 

With this announcement, however, was to 
throw out an appeal to the reigning princes 
of the German states to renew the federa- 
tion on the same basis as before, except 
the provieion for the election of the reich- 
stag upon universal, secret, and direct bal- 
lot. 

The universal franchise was to be retained 
in principle, but with provisions for open 
balloting and that persons adjudged by a 
court to be guilty of ‘‘ revolutionary con- 
duct,” in other words, the Socialists, were 
to be disfranchised. 

With his plan matured Bismarck ap- 
proached the young emperor.’ The latter 
refused absolutely to consider it and the 
old chancellor retired. 

Delbrueck's statements are questioned by 
the conservative press, but have not been 
authoritatively denied or disputed and in 
other quarters have been received without 
comment.

Long Side Actively Curbed. 


Activities on the long side were curtailed 
by the tightness of money at the year end 
period, although the bank statement gave 
promise of an improvement.

000,000, reflecting operations in connection 
with Jan. 1 payments, a gain of nearly §3,- 
000,000 in surplus was reported. 


A large increase in business failures and fur- 
ther railroad reports for November which showed 


directorates on the ground that this step, witb 
similar action to come on the part of other large 
financial interests, indlcated a period of transition 
which would bring unsettlement in the securities 
market. 

The street was inclined, however, to take the op- 
posite view, holding that such changes were in 
line with the trend of the times and ultimately 
would improve the position of the financial com- 
munity.

SOUNDS GOOD TO TINKER,

They set forth that since 
the White Sox visited their town the hotel 
accommodations have been increased and 
improved sa as to permit taking care of a 
baseball team in the manner major league 
teams are accustomed to being taken care of 
during their spring training. 


Texas Camp Possible. 

As the lack of hotel accommodations for a 
large party in one building was the only 
fault found with Mineral Wells by the Comis- 
key party in 1911, the invitation extended to 
Manager Tinker impressed him favorably 
and the Texas resort will be considered. The 
local Federal manager balleves it will be ad- 
vantageous to have two Pederal teams locate 
their training camps together so that they 
will be able to pley exhibition games in 
neighboring cities. It is not expected any 
Federal league team will be able to get prac- 
tice games with teams operating under or- 
ganized baseball just at present, hence the 
dual arrangement is necessary both for prac- 
tice purposes and for taking in coin to de- 
fray part of the expenses. 

It is possible the Chicago and St. Louls 
teams will hook up together or training 
camps, and if so Managers Tinker and Brown 
probably will make a trip to Mineral Wells te 
look over the grounds and accommodation- 
Tinker said he would not plan to start for 
the training camp when selected before the 
first of March. 


Gilmore Answers Murphy.

With the hope of gaining enlightenment 
on the subject, an appeal was made to James 
A, Gilmore, president of the league, and 
in a few minutes he had written down the 
names of eighteen men, including himselt,

Recent Struggle of Athletics and 
Giants Showed Value of Cool 
Head in Crisis.

Every baseball game resembles a lane in 
one respect. It is an exceedingly long one 
that has no turning; don’t you know. It 
sometimes is easier to see where a lane di- 
verges from a straight line than to pick out 
the etact spot where a ball game decides 
whether it will be won by one team or the 
other, Yet these crucial moments occur in 
almost every contest nn the green diamond 
and generally the players themselves are 
acutely conscious of them. 

In the world’s series between Athletics and 
Giants there were many tense moments, as 
there are bound to be in contests tor such 
high stakes, but what perhaps appeared to 
be the most exciting to the spectators really 
were less crucial than other spots of which 
the average spectator was not aware. 

Before the first inning of.that series was 
over a play came up which had a tremendous 
bearing on the result of that game and in- 
cidentally on the whole series. It was an 
apparently unimportant play at the time.

‘Youngster Calm in Crisis.

So when one of Doyle's several 
slips, following a single and a safe bunt, 
put Mackmen on third and second with no- 
bedy at all out in the last half of the ninth 
there beemed nothing better to do than hike 
for the exits ahead of the crush.

The spectators did not know that Mathew- 
son with the brilliant help of Wiltse was 
going to cut down both of those runners 
ai the plate, one after the other, and stave 
ot What seemed certain defeat.

Most of the talk regarding the reserve 
rule is beside the point. in the opinion of 
legal sharks, and this was proved in the 
war of 1901, when the National league at- 
tempted to prevent its players jumping to 
the American league. 

At that time the contracts were held in- 
valid in every state where a test was made, 
except in Pennsylvania, where a permanent 
injunction was issued against several play- 
ers, including Nap Lajoie.. The contracts 
were held null elsewhere on the ground of 
lack of mutuality. 


Ten Day Clause at Issue. 

The principal argument against the lack 
of mutuality, and in some states the only 
point. considered, was the clause providing 
for a ten day notice of release from the 
club to the player, but not from the player 
‘to the club. That same ten chy notice of 
release, in effect, finds its place in the con- 
tracts of the American and National leagues 
to this day. Whgther or not the reconstruct- 
ed reserve clause is legal will have no force 
if the contracts lack mutuality. That prob- 
ably will be the defense of the Federals if 
they are brought into court and their play- 
ers enjoined. 

With positive announcement of the sign- 
ing of Joe Tinker as manager of the Chicago 
Feds and of Mordecai Brown for a similar 
berth for the St. Louis Feds, the new or- 
ganization obtained a publicity and consid- 
eration which before had been lacking, owing 
to the policy of secrecy adopted by its spon- 
sors, who probably had no forceful ammuni- 
tion to touch off. 


Now Wait for Results. 

Now organized baseball is taking the new 
league seriously as far as it goes, and no 
farther. The men who have made fortunes 
out of the growth of baseball do not believe 
the newcomers have adequate capital to 
stand the expense of erecting plants such as 
the public has learned to demand and financ- 
ing a baseball war for what is admitted to 
be a somewhat unwieldy circuit. But per- 
haps they have. Two weeks ago talk of 
Tinker and Brown joining the Feds was char- 
acterized only as an attempt on the part of 
these players to secure more salary from 
their employers. 

If the Federals provide reasonably com- 
modious parks, with a good grade of base- 
ball for the patrons, it simmers down to a 
question of money. It costs money to run a 
baseball club in times of peace. It costs more 
in time of war, especially with the necessity 
of offering salaries attractive enough to lure 
the players from organized baseball, where 
at least they are sure of their salaries. 


May Force Recognition. 

If all the clubs are backed by men suf- 
ficiently wealthy and sufficiently game to 
stand the gaff for a season ur two, the Fed- 
eral may take its place in the baseball world 
as a permanent organization. If it does, it 
is safe to say it will be with recognition from 
the other leagues apd not as an insurrecto 
without the breastworks, for it is better to 
pacify a capable enemy than to fight him.

WANT U. S. 10 DIRECT RACES 


Power Boat Men Will Urge Gov- 
ernment Supervision. 


ANNUAL CONVENTION HERE, 


Plan to Be Pushed at Meeting During 
Week of Motor Craft Show. 


Government supervision of all power boat 
regattas to be held on inland waters next 
season will be urged by delegates who will 
attend the annual midwinter convention of 
the Mississippi Valley Power Boat associ- 
ation. At a meeting of officials of that organi- 
zation it was decided to hold the big conven- 
tion in Chicago during the week of power 
boat show, which will be held in the Coli- 
seum Feb. 28 to March 7.

as on the great lakes. 

Several important matters will come up 
for decision at the convention, which. was 
set for power boat show week in the expecta- 
tion that enthusiasts from all over the coun- 
try will be attracted to this city at that time. 
Delegates will vote on the location for the 
1914 regatta of the assication, and it is 
rumored this city will be selected for the 
contests. If it is, Chicago will witness the 
greatest gathering of speed boats in the 
history of the sport, as the elimination trials 
to select challengers to represent the United 
States in the English races for the Harms- 
worth trophy will be held here at the same 
time.

Wagner was born on June 13, 1867, at Cov- 
ington, Ky., where his father worked ase 
cabin ker and also wrote for German 
nue of conditions in this country, 
to which he emigrated.

Young Wagner attended the Cincinnati 
public schools until he was 11 years old, 
when wanderlust seized him, and he 
shipped as a stowaway on the Ohio river 
packethoat Thomas Shiley, bound for 
Louisville. For three days he lay in the 
hold among the rats and other inhabi- 
tants, finally arriving at Louisville with 
his worldly capital consisting of the clothes 
none too many—on his back, and 2 cents 
in his pocket. Awaking from a sleep on 
the docks he was minus the 2 cents, and be- 
gan his career flat broke.

he began his career as a newsboy, and 
earned enough in two weeks to pay ‘his 
way to Evansville, where he continued 
his “ journalistic career ’’ until he became 
homesick and returned home for a swell 
licking," which temporarily cured his long- 
ing for the parental roof.

When the telegraph merger was effected 
and messengers were employed at the flat 
rate of $18 a month, Wagner took a night 
jo worked days as scoreboard boy 
for the Cincinnati Baseball club of the 
American association, of which Aaron 
Stern was president and O. P. Caylor sec- 
retary. It only paid $2 a week, but he saw 
all the games free, the ambition of nearly 
every small boy. 

From 1880 to 1883 Wagner continued this 
double employment, advancing to the 
bookkeeping department in the telegraph 
company. When a strike was called he 
went out with the others and lost his job. 
Reduced to dire necessity, he drove a dirt

In 1884 we find our hero selling soap 
powder from house to house, and a year 
later soliciting subscriptions for a serial 
published by A. Nielan & Co. of Chicaga, 
which offered premiums in connection with 
the offer. With this position yielding $100 
@ month, he was married in 1888 to Miss 
Annie Conn of Louisville and moved to 
Chicago, where he embarked in the portrait 
business with a capital of $800, which he 
had accumulated in his various activities.

About this time Wagner thought he was a 
* kelly pool shark. The portrait business 
was so good it took him three years to 
pariay the business and profits into the 
pockets of real pool players. 

“Clean as a Whistle and with no busi- 
ness, Wagner begged for the chance to 
solicit ads for the program of the Chicago 
Cycling club race meet at the old Washing- 
ton park race track, in 1802. His success 
was so great that N. H. Van Sicklen and 
George Barrett, then owners of Bearings. 
gave him a job as advertising solicitor at 
$1,000 a year, which had been raised to 
$5,200 before he quit the service. While 
with Bearings, Wagner officiated as clerk 
of the course at bicycle meets all over 
the country and missed only one national 
meeting in that capacity. 

He was with Cycle Age, a combination of 
Bearings, Cycling Life and Referee, in 1808, 


until 1900, when he went to the Scientifie 
American as New York state advertising 
manager, joining Motor Age, which had 


suceeeded Cycle Age, in 1904, as eastern 


representative. He continued in that ca- 
pacity until 1908, when N. H. Van Sickien 
sold the publication.

he retired in 1911 with a profit of $60,000,

HARVARD GRANTS 
ANN ARBOR GAME 


Crimson Agrees to Come West 
in 1916 and Play Foot- 
ball at Michigan. 


EAST FORCED TO YIELD. 


N 
BY KEENE GARDINER. 
Michigan and Harvard football elevens 
will engage in intersectional combats at the 
Cambridge stadium in 1914 and 1915. If the 
athletic authoritiés of both institutions are 
satisfied with the arrangements, financially 


and athletically, Harvard will play at Ann 


Arbor in 1916 for the first time in the history 
of the Crimson school. This information 
was given out in Chicago yesterday by a stu- 
dent leader at Michigan who is closely asao- 
ciated with athletic affairs at Ann Arbor. 


To Alternate After 1915. 

Although. no contract has been written to 
that effect, the mutual understanding be- 
tween the authorities is that after 1915 the 
game will alternate. The attitude taken 
by the Ann Arbor school forced Harvard 
to come to this agreement. Harvard was 
willing to play Michigan in 1911, and since 
that time has offeped the Ann Arbor school 
games each fall, but Director Bartleme re- 
fused to consider the proposition of playing 
all contests at Cambridge. 

When Harvard first approached Michigan 
on the subject of a contest in 1911 Bartleme 
immediately replied’ that the Wolverines 
were willing to play the Crimson eleven on 
the condition that the 1912 contest would be 
played at Ann Arbor. This Harvard turned 
down gracefully. Again the same proposi- 
tion came from the east in 1912, and Bartleme 
telegraphed back the same reply, with the 
precise result. 


Forced to Concede Point. 

The third straight offer from Harvard in 
1913 was treated similarly. When the Crim- 
son leaders saw that Michigan would not 
acquiesce they were forced to concede a point. 
The proposition of playing the first two 
games in Cambridge, with the 1916 game in 
Ann Arbor, was presented after the Univer- 
sity of Chicago authorities turned down the 
Crimson offer. 

Before Harvard finally agreed to play at 
Ann Arbor assurances were given by Diree- 
tor Bartleme that facilities for handling a 
record crowd would be made. According to 
the, arrangements, seats for 35,000 will be 
provided and Te room for an additional 
5,000 or 10,000

You already know 
that careful attention to all of the laws of 
hygiene will do more for your complexion 
than any lotion that ever was concocted. 
Bathing, diet, exercise, breathing, cheerful- 
ness—all go to make up the sum of beauty. 
If you are careful in all these respects it will 
be difficult for you not to have a good com- 
plexion. 

Nevertheless, different skins vary in their 
structure, and you must use your good sense 
in caring for your own. If, for example, 
you have a tendency to enlarged pores, you 
must take certain care and precautions that 
you would not need to observe if your skin 
were of a fine texture. 

Perhaps the most essential factor in the 
care of the skin is cleanliness. The skin of 
the face needs more care than that of any 
other part of the body because it is more 
exposed than any other part, and it is more 
delicate. a 

In washing the skin of the face the first 
step should be to wash the hands thoroughly: 
then pour out this water and use perfectly 
fresh, pure water for the face. Various trou- 
bles are caused by rubbing the soiled hands 
over the face, for, although they may not 
be conscious of it, the hands harbor many 
microbes, even when you think that they are 
comparatively clean, and these you may eas-

While nongreasy 
creams are often more popular, it is well to 
remember that it is the oils that are in the 
creams that make them helpful im preserving 
the complexion: One ounce spermaceti, one 
ounce of white wax, five ounces of of! of sweet 
almonds, one and one-half ounces rosewa- 
ter, twenty grains powdered borax. Dissolve 
the borax in rosewater while you meit wax 
and spermaceti in a granite pan over the tea 
kettle or in a pan of boiling water. Wher 
thoroughly melted add the oll of almonds, 

it remain in the boiling water until all 

of wax, caused by pouring in the oil, 

are melted. Then quickly pour rosewater in- 

to it, letting the mixture still remain in the 

water, and all wax flakes are dissolved. Now 

pour into a jar, and with a silver knife beat 

the mixture until it is creamy. This recipe 

will make about halt a pound of cold cream, 
amd will cost about 50 cents to be filled.

How to Remove Blackheads. 

Blackheads and pimples are most unsightly 
of all complexion ills. Blackheads may be 
due to a variety of causes, chief among which 
is indigestion. Others include the use of 
hard water, bad soap, and inferior toilet 
powder used daily and not properly removed 
at night. But whatever the cause, a perma- 
nent cure can generally be effected with a lit- 
tle perseverance. — 

Never attempt to pick out a blackhead with 
a pin or needle, and never squeeze them out 
with a watch key, as so many giris do. For 
if this is done a nasty little hole will remain 
in the skin and will take weeks of treat- 
ment before it can be closed up again, if ever, 
as occasionally, little holes made in this way 
last for a lifetime. 

To remove blackheads steam the face twice 
a week at night. When steaming the face 
never hold it over a basin filled with hot 
water, as this is extremely bad for the eyes. 
Instead, wring out a couple of small cloths 
in hot water and lay them on the face, avoid- 
ing the eyes. When the skin feels soft and 
moist remove the cloths and pass the tips 
of the fingers over the portion where the 
blackheads are, pressing firmly, so as to re- 
move as many as possible. Then rub a little 
good cleansing cream into the skin. Wipe 
off any superfiuous grease and leave for the 
night. Once a day wash the face with warm 
water and a good soap, dry lightly, then 
close the eyes and spray the skin with cold 
water. Dry with a rough towel. — 

To close the pores of the skin—and after

hair complexion brush to get all the dirt out 
of the pores. Rinse the face in warm water 
and then in cold. The cold water hardens 
the flesh and closes the pores...

MAY: Iodine will reduce the swelling. of 
the bunion, but the main thing to do is to 
get the joint back into its normal position.

Poets 
have sung in all ages to my lady's eyes, 
and one of the things to which medical and 
surgical science has brought its entire 
thought to bear is that of restoring sight 
Notwithstanding this, the average woman is 
more ignorant in regard to her eyes than to 
any other part of her body. She habitually 
subjects them to unnecessary and detri- 
mental strain. True, few women will sit in 
the glare of artificial or sunlight, but it ts 
not to protect their eyes that they want to 


avoid this, but they wish to keep the light 


from their faces; which shows up all the little 
crow’s feet, worry wrinkles, and experience 


removing blackheads they are sure to be 
open and coarse looking—there is no finer 
remedy than witch hazel. Cloths wet in hot 
witch hazel and placed over the nose will, 


reduce the pores materially. But you must! 


be careful th cool the face always before 
going out into the air. The following astrin- 
gent. lotion is thé best I know of: One and 
one-half ounces of witch hazel, one-half 
ounce of tincture of bengoin, one ounce spirits 
of wine, and five ounces of orange flower 
water. Put the tincture of benzoin into an 
eight ounce bottle with the spirits of wine; 
add the other ingredients, previously mixed, 
and shake slightly. Apply this wash night 
and morning. This lotion will not only ¢or- 
rect coarse pores, but it will remedy oiliness 
of the skin. a

Diet to Cute Pimples. 

Many girls are troubled with pimples, 
which even go on to acne. They seem to 
come in groups and are often painful. One 
set is scarcely gone before another makes 
its appearance. Sometimes they are due to 
an internal derangement, which requires the 
advice and treatment of a physician, Not 
infrequently they follow indulgence in rich 
and indigestible food. The first step toward 
effecting’ a cure is to keep to a plain diet. 
avoiding pastry, rich, greasy foods, and an 
excess of sweets. Eat one good meal daily 
and a fair amount of green vegetables, sal- 
ads, and fruits. 

Moles on the face are mentally distressing. 
Those from which hair grows are most un- 
sightly. But one should never attempt to 
use any home remedies, since these defects 
are too deep rooted for superficial treat- 
ment. They may also, if interfered with ig- 
norantly, be the starting point for cancer- 
ou growths, Never meddle with them. If 
you must have something done, consult a re- 
liable physician and follow the advice he 
gives you. 

The circulation of the skin of your face 
needs stimulation as well as that of other 
parts of the body. Facial massage, if prop- 
erly applied, is heloful in keeping the marks 
of age in abeyance. Before beginning the 
massage have the face perfectly clean; bathe 
with hot water and a pure soap. Skin food 
should then be patted in all over the face 
and far down upon the neck with a firm little 
tapping movement. When the cream is par- 
tially absorbed, begin the manipulations, 
starting at the forehead. Place the thumbs 
on the temples, and in that way hold the 
skin firm and taut. With the tips of the 
fingers of both hands rub the lines in the op- 
posite direction from which they are formed. 
If there be wrinkles across the forehead, 
rub up and down, holding the skin taut at 
the top of the head with the first fingers and 
manipulating with the second and third. 

In massaging the lines about the eyes the 
movement should begin by rubbing the eye- 
lids from the nose outward half an inch be- 
yond the end of the eye, then returning below 
the eye toward the nose. This will make the 
massage sweep back crosswise of the 
wrinkles at the outer corner of the eye. 


* 
Massage With the Palms. 


One of the best movements for giving tone 
to the cheeks is to place the palme of the 
hands upon the face, with the fingers up- 
ward, and bring them gently down until 
they reach the chin, after which, by means 
of the fingers pressed into the flesh, push 
the whole mass of the cheek on each side. 
firmly but gently upward. This counteracts 
the sagging of the face, which in time takes 
place with almost every one. 

The chin is next massaged by means of the 
thumbs, the palms of the hands being placed 
upward with the fingers at the back of the 
neck. With a deep, circular motion the 
thumbs gradually pass backward over the 
whole of the chin, while the first and second 
fingers of each hand, with the same rotary 
motion, work among the muscles at the base 
of the skull and the upper bones of the spinal 
column. 

The kneading movement is beneficial. This 
is done gently with the thumb and fore- 
finger only, precisely the motion used in 
kneading bread. The smoothing manipula- 
tion is better explained as an ironing out“ 
motion. All lines can stand these two move- 
ments. 

The following skin food is excellent for 
feeding the skin and building up sagging 
tismpues: Six ounces almond oil, three ounces 
lanolin, ten Grams white wax, ten drams 
spermaceti, two ounces witch hazel, two 
ounces orange flower water, one gram oll of 
lemon, one gram oll of Hlac, and a pinch of 
borax. Place all the oil and wax in a double 
boiler. While they are melting mix the 
witch hazel, orange flower water, and borax 
together. After the ingredients are melted 
stir in the witch hazel orange flower water, 
and borax. Pour into a jar and heat until 
sold. Beating is the secret of fine cream.

The wheat and carn which they con- 
sumed had been raised on my father's farm, 
so it did not cost as much as it would have 
if I had bought the food, I think the food 
would have cost about $4, so my total profit

Waste Paper Baskets. 


A friend who does a thriving business along 
the line of hand illuminated mottoes, calen- 
dars, and blotters has found a ready sale for 
her waste paper baskets, which she makes 
of shingles. These baskets are simple in 
construction. Each of the four sides con- 
sists of two six inch and one four inch single. 
The thin edge of the shingles forms the base 
of the basket. The two six inch shingles are 
placed over the four inch shingle so that at 
the base they overlap it two inches and at 
the top one-half inch. The shingles are 
fastened together with small brads. After 
the basket is assembled and the bottom is 
cleated in, the outside is calcimined to har- 
monize with the color scheme of the room in 
which the basket is to be used and stenciled 
with a design in a contrasting color. My 
friend gets $2 each for these baskets.

I 
loved to s€w, but by the time the house- 
work was done I had no strength left, so I 


807 bought things ready made and had a seam- 


stress come by the day to do making over. 
Finally, the doctor told me 1 must stop 
heavy work. I engaged a general house- 
work maid, and to make up for the cost of 
her wages and board I began to do my own 
sewing. In a little while I came to sec I 
was Saving money. I am clever with my 
needle and when the children’s underclothes 
gave out I cut and made new ones for about 
two-thirds of what I would have paid inthe 
shop—and my work was well done, tod. No 
ripping and pulling out in that. So then I 


tried my hand at their frocks and there, too, 


I was successful, as I was with my own. 

To cut a jong story short I have made 
all our winter outfits at about a quarter as 
much as it would have cost me to buy them 
and to have the seamstress alter and re- 
model. I sed leftovers she would scorn, and 
get good results with them. I save her 
board and pay, and best of all, I am getting 
strong and well again and am able to lend 
a hand with the lighter kinds of housework. 
which I don't mind. 

“Why don’t more women do the same 
thing, instead of breaking their backs wash- 
ing and ironing and cooking and cleaning? 
They would gain strength by it and save 
money, besides having pleasanter o¢cupa- 
tions.”’

Saving on the Laundry. 

This cotrespondent aleo is positive she 
has put her finger on the way to settle the 
bothers ofithe housekeeper. One letter more, 
and this presents still a third theory and 
practice: 

It seems to me from a practical experi- 
ence of twenty years of housekeeping that 
the greatest saving comes from doing one’s 
own laundry work. 
to buy from a family removyi m my 
town a good, little used washing machine 
for a small per cent of what it cost when new. 


I have had good laundreseses, but I find 1 


save weekly: First, the day's wages, from 
$1.60 to $2 per day, and from two to three bars 
of soap at 5 cents per bar. Before I became 
my own laundress I bought five pounds of 
starch every two or three weeks; now five 
pounds ‘asts me at least three months. In 
the matter of gas for fuel, too. a great sav- 
ing can be made, asa laundress never dreams 
of turning off the gas as soon as she is 
through, and when ironing waits untl she 
has finished every thing and then turus off the 
gas, leaving the irons red hot. 

“ Ag soon as I approach my last pieces I 
turn down the gas and as I take my last 
piece I shut it off. My irons are.cool enough 
to put away and my droning is finished. I 
start in the cool of the morning and am al- 
most through at the usual hour of a regular 
laundress’ starting time. Also the two or 
three meals that one usually furnishes are 
saved.

such as donkeys, horses, pigs, and dolls of 
every description. The following will give 
an idea of how to put the things together: 

For a donkey stab both ends of the long 
hairpin. through the smelt potato to form 
the head. of the animal. Open out the pin 
slightly to make the right width for the 
neck and bind it around with the brown wool. 
Then stab the ends of the same hairpin into 
one end of the big potato which goes te form 
the body of the donkey. Straighten out the 
other hairpin and stab it into the other end 
of the big potato and leave a long piece hang- 
ing down and bind it with brown wool, thus 
making the tail. Tack a piece of brown paper 
over the top of the big potato (the back of 
the animal) to look like a saddle or rug. 
Stick in four matches for the legs or, if 
more hairpins are at hand, divide them and 
fix in and bind with wool. For the face cut 
a piece off the front of the Mttle potato to 
make it the right shape. Put in tacks for 
eyes, pieces of potato for ears, and 80 on. 
Scrape away a piece of the potato, shaping 
the mouth and nostrils. The animal thus 
made often comes in for firet or second prize. 
A doll will be found quite easy to make with 
the given materials.

Besides this there is the saving of wear 
and tear on one’s linen caused by an indif- 
ferent person. 

“I would like to give my method of doing 
my weekly washing. I buy soap chips, das- 
solving them in boiling water, and add a 
portion of this to each machine full of clothes, 
I doll the white clothes in dissolved soap 
chips and two tablespoons of borax, putting 
the clothes on in cold water, letting them 
come to a boil. I rinse thoroughly in two 
weters, blue them, and hang them out. My 
clothes are dazzling white. One pound of 
soap chips dissolved is sufficient for the en- 
tire washing, provided there is only one bol 
ler of white clothes and that the work is dione 
by a housekeeper who is interested in saving 
waste.

All Conscientious Housekeepers. 


These letters appeal to me as illustrating 
the different points of view of three women 
who apparently are thoughtful and con- 
scientious housekeepers. 

To the first the chief saving seems to be 
in food, and in a way she has right on her 
side. In no line has the increased cost of 
living showed itself with more force than 
in the purchase of supplies for the table, 
and if an economy can be made on the quan- 
tity of staples wasted by the average hired 
domestic this is well worth while. There can 
be no doubt that the woman who does her 
cookery with brains will achieve savory 
results at a smaller outlay of money than 
any ordinary cook will manage, and if the 
housekeeper goes to market and buys with 
judgment, as the writer of the first letter 
claims to do, she widens the field for bring 
ing down expenses. From the fact that she 
says nothing of her health we may infer 
she has strength to carry out her plan and 
does not suffer from the active labor it im- 
plies. 

The second correspondent evidently is in 
a different class, In the first place she 
does not seem to be fond of cooking and 
other housework; in the second she is not 
in robust health and the toil telle upon her. 
She has three little girls for whom to buy 
clothing, and that is quite another thing 
from purchasing outfits for boys. She loves 
to sew and enjoy® the planning and con- 
triving which accompany making over and 
remodeling. When she turns the heavier 
work of her home over to a hireling she 
feels she is releasing herself from a burden, 
and she rejoices in the change. 

The author of the third letter apparently 
has no complaint to make on the score of 
health, and seems to belong to that small 
class—I have never known more than two 
or three of them—who enjoy laundry work, 
or perhaps the thought that she is making 
an appreciable saving every week, as she 
shows in the estimate she has drawn up, 
sustains and encourages her. In any event, 
she is as ardent an advocate of her own 
methods of economy as either of the other 
two. 

+ 


No Set Code to Follow. 


As a matter of course, it is impossible 
to draw from these letters a conclusion 
which will apply to every housekeeper, and 
my reason for printing them has been not 
only because I found them interesting, 
stimulating, and helpful in the suggestions 
they contain, but also because I hope they 
may call forth from other housekeepers 
communications along the same line. There 
are few greater blunders than that of be- 
lieving any one person can lay down a code 
of rules by which every housekeeper can 
run her house. As long as women possess 
originality they will adjust themselves to 
circumstances and try to bring conditions 
about to suit their way of thinking. 

One of the mistakes of making a law of 
conduct is found in the forgetfulness the 
lawmaker usually shows of the individual 
case. For example suppose that the writer 
of the second letter felt that her success as 
a housekeeper and her achievements as an 
economist consisted in her following the 
example of the woman who does her own 
laundry work, or imagine that this woman 
became persuaded that the best way to 


‘gave money was for her to do her own 


sewing and put out the washing and iron- 
ing. Neither would win out with any satis- 
faction; both would feel they were missing 
the best ways of doing their work. 

To me a lesson taught by all three letters 
is the necessity for the housekeeper to 
keep an open mind; Don’t be bound by any 
rule of other women if you feel you can do 
better by making a change. If, for instance. 
you wish to have your washings done on 
Saturday instead of on Monday, and care- 
ful thought brings you to the conclusion 
this is the wisest course to pursue, don’t be 
alarmed by any of the regulations laid 
down by other workers along your line. Be 


sure you are right—be very sure—and then 


go ahead. 

The fact that the woman on the next block 
or across the street follows another plan 
has nothing to do with you. Even the recol- 
lection that your mother and your grand- 
mother before you did their washing on 
Monday, their ironing on Tuesday, their 
baking on Wednesday and Saturday, and 
their sweeping on Friday, need have no 
weight with you if you are convinced a 
change of conditions and surroundings ren- 
ders a different plan better for you. 

It is one thing to adopt an innovation 
merely from restlessness and a desire for 
change, quite another to take it up in the 
hope it may de an improvement. Have 
you altered old methogs? If so, let us 
know what they are.

In the death of his mother a 
few years ago, the crippled lad—his name is 
Percy—lost his chief joy, although his 15 year 
old sister has done her bést to fill her moth- 
er's place. But despite his poverty, his 
physical suffering, and his crippled condi- 
tion, brave little Percy never complains, but 
is always cheerful and most heroically pa- 
tient. He needs—everything. Warm under- 
wear would be acceptable, and should, on ac- 
count of his helplessness, be large—about the 
size for a normal boy of 15. He enjoys boys’ 
books, which help to pasa the weary time 
away, and puzzles interest him. Soft, warm 
shoes and stockings are always needed. Any- 
thing which a helpless invalid lad in such en- 
vironment needs will be a blessing tohim. He 
is not able to pay any transportation 
charges, but he is always most appreciafive 
of everything which is done for him. 

He may even be unable to acknowledge 
the Christmas cheer; but be sure that he 
will be truly grateful for every remembrance 
received. If your readers could only visit 
Percy in his home, as I have done, and could 
see how truly worthy he is, I know past all 
doubting that they would gladly remember 
him during the holiday season. I trust that 
my appeal may not be made in vain, and 
that many great hearted people will send joy 
to this afflicted boy in his poor little home.

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This conventional rose design makes a charm- 
ing pattern for a sheer linen waist. The waist 
may be of white lawn or linen and lace insertion 
may be combined with this embroidery and de- 
veloped in satin, eyelet, and outline stitches. 
The detall drawings show method of working. 


There are two ways to apply the design to the 
material upon which you wish to work it. If 
your material is sheer, such as lawn, batiste, 
and the like, the simplest method is to lay the 
material over the design and with a sharply 
pointed pencil draw over each line. If your 
material is heavy secure a piece of transfer or 
impression paper. Lay it face down upon this, 
then draw over each line of the paper design 
with a hard pencil or the point of a steel knit- 
ting needle. Upon lifting the pattern and trans- 
fer paper you will find a neat and accurate out- 
line of the design upon your material, 

There are two points to observe in this simple 
process if you would execute it satisfactorily. 

One is to see that your material is level, cut and 
_ folded by a thread, and that your design is 
placed upon it evenly at every point. The sec- 
ond is, when placed accurately, secure the de- 
sign to the material with thumb tacks or pins

Even the novice who “cannot sew a stitch” 
need not despair—she can learn: The first 
gtep would be to buy one of the excellent 
textbooks used in sewing schools for chil- 
dren. These can be bought for about 50 cents 
and give all the rudiments of sewing, with 
illustrations. They are so simple the perse- 
vering girl can easily acquire a working 
knowledge of stitches and methods without 
help of a teacher. The simplest way to learn 
neat stitchery is to practice with patches of

good machine. It is possible to make clothes 
entirely by hand, but it is a time waster 
and so laborious that it pays to put money 
into a machine.

As one lasts for years, 
it is well to get one of the standard makes 
that have stood the test of many generations 
of sewers, .

Power Machine Saves Back. 


In buying a machine one must decide 


whether a lock or chain stitch is wanted. The 


latter ia becoming more popular than it used 
to be and has the merit that its work rips 
easily—always a consideration for a begin- 
ner. It is entirely possible to prevent unde- 
sired ripping by fastening threads securely. 

The drop case that lowers into a flat table 
top is preferable to the old fashioned box 
top, especially if one lives in an apartment. 

Where a woman has a weak back it is wise 
to buy a machine run by hand or electricity. 
With an old machine one can buy an electric 
motor. Be sure to get one controlled by a 
pedal, as it can be stopped instantly, leaving 
the hands free. There are various hand at- 
tachments, none costing more than a few 
dollars. Some fasten to the upper wheel and 
work with a circular motion, but the easiest 
one to handle is a steel piston fastened to the 
lower wheel that is worked by a gentle push 
back and forth. It may be removed easily, 
or the pedals can be used with it on. 

Most necessary attachments come with a 
good make of machine. Do not be persuaded 
into buying a lot of extras that you may

Substitute for Dress Form. 

If you cannot afford a dress form make 
yourpelf a perfectly fitting drilling dress Hn- 
ing that comes down well over the hips. Full 
it with bran, adjusting the shape to your 
exact proportions by slipping on it a waist 
that fits you well and compressing the bran 
to the proper lines. This ts cumbersome, not 
éspeciaily easy to make, and may be eaten 
by mice; but it is far better than to attempt 
to fit oneself or to depend upon another te 
fit you. 

There are, of course, many other time and 
labor saving appliances for the home drese- 
maker, but do not spend money on them 
until sure you cannot get along without 
them, especially if living In a small apart- 
ment. There are, for instance, a variety of 
hem gauges, some of them good; but one can 
measure just as accurately with a yardstick 
and a notched card. 

Some essentials there are, however, without 
which it is folly to start to sew at home. 
Chief among them are good scissors. Have 
a sharp pair of cutting out shears, not so 
clumsy as to be unwieldy to handle—about 
nine or ten inches is a good size—and a case 
of other scissors containing at least three 
sizes, besides buttonhole scissors.\ 

A yardstick and an accurate tape measure 
numbering at least sixty inches are among 
the indispensables; so ate a tracing wheel, 
tailor’s chalk, and colored thread for mark- 
ing materials on which a wheel cannot be 
used. Never, for instance, use a tracing 
wheel or heavy pins on taffeta or other silks 
that cut easily. | 

Cutting must be done on a hard surface In 
a small apartment where it is not feasible to 
have an extra cutting out table the floor 
may be used, but if possible have a good sized 
folding table, sufficiently large to hold the 
longest pattern.

Sewing Cupboard a Boon. 
A special sewing cupboard is a boon, or 
even a special drawer or two in a chest of 
drawers. Here one will keep needles, pins, 
basting thread—and, by the way, it is extrav- 
agant not to get the waxed spools of cotton 
specially sold for basting at 5 cents. Not 
only is there much more thread but it is much 
more smoothly handled—several weights, a 
small ironing board well padded, a sleeve 
board, an electric, gas, or charcoal iron, 
hooks and eyes, boning, belting, emery, thim- 
ble, stiletto, bodkins, and an extra tape meas- 
ure. The adjustable gauges for small hems 
will be found a useful addition, Your latest 
fashion books should also find a place here. 
In this drawer or cupboard should be a 
special box for patterns, which must be rigid- 
ly weeded out as they go out of fashion; an- 
other for odd spools of sewing silk, a third 
for different numbers of cotton, and another 
for linings. Once acquire this habit of seg- 
regating your sewing ¢quipment and your 
home dressmaking is much simplified.. Here 
go leftovers of silk, especially black and 
white, that will answer for facings; remnants 
of lining, half used spools of silk or cotton, 
tape, linen and cotton, ¢ binding. 
Into another box put tissue paper and

Preference for Red in Shoes.

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Tango Frocks New. 

I find I have said nothing on the subject of 
gowns, and although this is the midseason.

of. These are the tango frocks, which are 
being made by every great dres$maker in 
Paris, and in such numbers that it would 
almost seem that these frocks would super- 
sede every other style of costume except those 
intended for the street.

HERE are many excellent dancing teachers, and 
ip at the same time there are a great many who 

have watched the dance sweep all countries and 

having nothing better to do have decided to give 
lessons in that which they know nothing about. Yon 
can go into almost any small town now and say to 
Uncle “ Zeke,” or some other uncle: How is you> 
daughter, Emma? Still waiting table at the hotel?“ 
O, gosh, no,” says Uncle Zeke, “she is giving dancing 
lessons now. Somebody had to do it, and she thought 
it might as well be her.” | 

That's true, and all over the country people are get- 
ting rich in that way. Now, I approve of getting rich. 
It's a grand pastime, and I also approve of dancing 
lessons to learn the new variations, but I say, before 
you go and pay out your hard earned cash, why not 
learn grace ahead of time? Any one who is not grace- 
ful has no right to take dancing lessons, but that bars 
no one, for I say that any one can be graceful who 
wants to and will do a little work.

Three Requirements in Fancy Dancing. 

The whole scheme of fancy dancing is time first, lim- 
ber joints second, and grace of body third—the last 
two can be developed, the former must be there, I’m 
afraid. However, most Americans have it naturally, I 
am prond to say. One should be able to move one’s body 
at will. The arms should be able to swing right straight 
around in a circle at the side of the body, the hands 
move every way from the wrist, the leg to kick at any 
rate as high as the shoulder, and the foot should be 


the same as the hand, flexible; the back should be sup- 


ple and there are little movements that can be prac- 
ticed and that will make all these members as they 
should be—limber with a capital IL. 

In one picture I show the way I started limbering 
up my legs and the way many great dancers always 
limber up before their dances. It is nothing to see 
a ballerino around the back of the stage resting her 
foot on something ‘at least as high as her chest. First 
find a nice medium height table, clear away anything 
that you value, and then gently but firmly lay your 
foot upon it, standing your leg distance away from 
the table—after you succeed in getting the foot there, 
lean forward and try to touch your nose to the knee 
of the leg that is on high. Unless your nose is long it 
will never quite touch the knee, but the idea is to get 
ay near as possible without quite breaking your back. 
After a while you will find difficulty in finding anything 
in the house high enough for you unless it is mother’s 
best chiffonier, and I may say one is apt to scratch 
the leaned upon object. This movement, of course, 
should be done first one leg and then the other,

Doing a Low Curisey, 

Here ie a dandy for hands as well as feet, etc. Stand 
erect and stepping on one foot, lean slowly down as 
near to the floor as you can—one hand out in front of 
you, with which you try to touch the ground, and the 
ether out behind you. Flatten the hands and allow them 
to help you to balance, then after you get down come 
up again—there is the “rub.” It is much easier going 
down than coming up, as in coasting or roller skating. 
This should also be done on balls of feet, bending to 
first one side and then the other. 

In two different dances I have bad occasion to say 
the girl does a low curtsey, but I never had space 
enough to describe just how it is done. I have had a 
picture taken to show the exact position of the feet— 
and I think I’m rather foolish for having done 80, for 
after you all learn to do it I won't get anyveraise for

doing the same, for you all will know how simple it is. 
However, I may as well be a sport, so here goes. 

When you first try to curtsey. find something to 
hang on to with one hand, and go up and down several 
times like that to develop the muscle in the calf of the 
leg, for that’s where the difficulty lies, and unless you 
have strength there you will never get up without touch- 
ing your hands to the floor, which is strictly forbidden. 
I do the curtsey as shown in the picture with my left 
leg under me, but if you are stronger in the right, then 
put the right behind you and go down on it. As you 
can see by the picture, both feet are turned with their 
sides to the ground—not with the back of the heel to 
the ground, 

The curtsey is not only a nice thing to be able to do, 
but it will help you in other steps. While doing it the 
hands must be thought of a lot. When you start we 
will say they are in front of you and turning the palms 
down, you slowly separate the arms until they are 
wide apart and held about a half a foot from the floor, 
as shown in the picture.

Graceful Hands and Feet. 


Good practice for making graceful hands and feet at 
the same time can be found in the following movements. 
Make a complete turn with the arms held out at the sides 
and come back as near to the position shown im the pie- 
ture as you can. Get in front of the mirror and see 
that the position is correct, then do that until your 
arms, hands, and feet naturally go into that position, 
and after a while every time you make a whirl yon 
will be unable to come back to any but a fairly graceful 
position. 

Another pretty movement is to stand and bend from 
side to side. And now for the final blow—and as the 
old rube would say, it’s a humdinger—the back lim- 
berer. First find a nice, soft, middle aged pillaw, one 
thick enough to protect your head from the cold, hard 
floor. ‘Then stepping firmly on, with feet placed 
about a foot and a fraction apart, throw your hands 
up in the air and bend slowly back. If you fee] your- 
self “ wabbling,” don't go back, start over again. This 
is the back bend and is not too dificult—all I advise 
is to have the pillow thick. After you get down, move 
your hands, one at a time, as near in towards the feet 
as possible. 

After a time your back will get so strong you will 
be able to come back up again—but not for some time. 
A etrong back is the most wonderful thing in the world 
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which has 


not yet reached the ballroom, but may in time—for 
some people get near it now in their wriggling steps 
but let's hope for the best, anyway, I am written out 
as far as steps are concerned, and then as the new 
spring crop of dances has not yet arrived, I shall have 
to desist for the present. I am, however, going abroad 
in February and if I see anything new you may all rest 
assured I will send it along, although by that time I 


suppose you will all be too expert to bother with 
any suggestions.

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HUS ran the old saying, tor since the beginning of history men have 
watched with awe and terror the lightning as it zigzagged across the 
heavens. One of the greatest generals in all history, Julius Cesar, could 
never bear the sound of thunder or the sight of the flash of lightning. 
In the belief that lightning never penetrated deeper than five feet into the earth 
Emperor Augustus always ducked into a cave during a thunderstorm. The 
former rulers of Japan made use of 2 deep grotto, in the midst of which was = 
pool of water, as an especi refuge in times of electrical disturbances. 

If you are afraid during a thunder and lightning storm it doesn’t neces- 
sarily mean that you are a coward. Scientists have discovered that it means 
rather that you have a highly organized nervdus system which responds to elec- 
tric phenomena. And considering the havoc that lightning bas played the fear 
which exists when it is in the midst of its pranks is not astonishing, Yet it 
does not perform as mysteriously as it would seem, and there are many fallacies 
concerning it. 

‘Lightning does strike twice in the same place. Some trees, favorably 
located for attracting the flash, bear seven or eight scars, all visible and deter- 
mined by a steam analysis of the trunk. 

The majority of persons killed by lightning did not seek refuge under trees, 
es has often been stated. More than one-half of such deaths occur in the open 
and less than one-quarter under trees. 

* 
Linear Lightning Most Destructive. 

Lightning, as defined by an agricultural department bulletin, is 1 violent 
discharge of electricity, either from one cloud to another, from a cloud 
to the earth, or between two strata of air differently electrified. ‘The dis- 
charge is commonly assumed to be from a higher to a lower level, although it 

may be from either or both. 

Two principal kinds of lightning are distinguished, linear and bal. The 
effects of the first may be peeuliarly destructive. Its flashes are followed by 
thunder and usually accompanied by a downpour of rain. When its light is 
seen from a great distance, often through clouds near the horizon, it is called 
diffused, heat, or sheet lightning. The same appearance may, rr be due 
to actually diffused and silent discharges at great altitudes. 

Statistics show that there is no part of the United States that is absolutely 
free from thunderstorms and lightning strokes. Even in California, Nevada, 

. New Mexico, and Arizona reports have come of fatalities and accidénts from 
lightning, but thunderstorms with lightning are four or fives times ais frequent 
east of the Rocky mountains as west, due to the generally mountaindus condi- 
tion of the west. Lightning is said to be most frequent in Illinois and Florida. 
The average number of lives lost by lightning is 800 in a year. |

a storm. Lightning struck and killed four, 
who were left as petrified. One was found 
holding in his fingers the snuff which he was 
about to take. Another had a little dead dog 
on his knees and had one hand on the ani- 
mal’s head, while holding in the other hand 
some bread with which he had been feeding 
it. A third was sitting with his eyes open 
and his head turned toward the storm. 
Before the invention of the lightning rod 
various methods were employed to ward off 
danger from the lightning flash, which was 
supposed in the olden times to have no power 
to harm those who were asleep. The Romans 
believed in the power of the skins of seals 
and snakes, either worn upon their persons or 
made into tents beneath which they could 
take refuge until the storm was over, In 
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remote parts of England today the castoff 
skin of an adder is often suspended from the 
rafters of a cottage. In France the peas- 
antry still wind a snake skin about their hats 
when they see a thunderstorm brewing. 

Coral necklaces have often been worn for 
warding off lightning; also an eagle’s plume, 
as that bird is supposed to be quite invulner- 
able to lightning from its connection with 
Jupiter. The Romans were also much ad- 
dicted to wearing bay leaves as a preserva- 
tive. The laurel, the holly, and the fig trees 
are supposed to be quite free from evil ef- 
fects of lightning. The elder Pliny said: 
Lightning never strikes the laurel.“ 

Natives of South Africa have said regard- 
ing the mopane tree, which is often struck, 
Lightning hates it”; but they say that the 
morala tree is never touched. The Portu- 
guese share this belief. 

The Germans place their faith in the power 
of a nettle. Im Sussex the house leek or 
“ Jupiter’s beard” is often planted on cot- 
tage roofs to avert a flash. For this same 
reason people gladly welcome the nests of 
such birds as the stork and swallow. 

To this day there are many persons who 
still insist that the beech is mever struck, 
while in parts of the United States the aspen 
is considered immune from lightning. 

There was once a widespread belief in Ru- 
rope that conifers were almost immune, but 
records made there show that conifers rank 
third in liability to stroke.

Curious Effects on Trees. 

The same flash of lightning, says an agri- 
cultural department bulletin, may strike and 
blast a number of trees, and the results may 
be quite as curious and erratic as the light- 
ning itself. A tree may be scorched, it may 
be stripped of its leaves, it may be cleft lon- 
gitudinally, or, more rarely, severed horizon- 
tally. Pieces of bark or wood may be torn 
off in strips. One half of a tree’s crown may 
be withered, the other half remaining un- 
harmed. Sometimes the bark is stripped 
from only one side, occasionally without a 
trace of burning; at other times it may be 
riddled as by worms, with a multitude of little 
holes. 

The lightning furrow on a tree is usually 
single; but it may by double, usually in par- 
allel lines. Furrows may be oblique or spiral, 
the current in such cases following the grain 
of the new wood. If the tree is inflammable 
or is rendered dry by the flash a fire may re- 
sult. In other cases the dry duff or humus 
at the base of the tree is ignited by the flash. 

A flash of lightning striking «upward 
through the tree from its base acts as an 
explosive. The tree may then be torn into 
eniall fragments, and cases have been record- 
ed where these appeared like a piece of hemp. 
It the upward flash is less violent the tree 
may be split radially. The tops of trees may 
be torn off while the lower parts remain un-

injured. On the other hand, the lower por- 
tion of a tree has been demolished, while the 
upper part fell to the ground intact. 

It has been held, though not proved, that 
the big trees in California are repeatedly 
struck by lightning, and that, although not 
killed, their leaders are broken and their 
tops stunted in consequence. 

When lightning strikes solid rock it may 


either enter the mass and form a fulgurite, 


tube or it mag be diffused over its surface, 
according to the conductivity of the forma- 
tion. In one case it may split the material 
into large or small pieces, or it may fuse the 
surface, giving it a vitreous coat, usually 
with nodules or blisters. When these phe- 
nomena are seen on high summits or promi- 
nent points they may be considered evidence 
of lightning strokes. The presence of metal 
in the earth increases the danger of the 
stroke, and it is probable that veins of metal 
favorably situated will protect surrounding 
nonmetallic areas.

Lightning Rod n 7 
It was in the early 708, when the light- 
ning rod was becoming exceedingly popular, 
wit competition among the various compa- 


nies tremendously keen, that unscrupulous 


men entered the field as “lightning rod 
agents.” These crooks carried on their oper- 
ations chiefly in the farming sections of the 
middle west, where barns, because of vapor 
rising from the hay in them, were being 
struck with frequency. 

The confidence man would first, upon going 
into a new field, find out from a local banker 
the eireumstances of certain farmers there 
abouts, and ‘his scheme then was to land a 
“ sucker” out of the list by holding out the 
“something for nothing” lure. 


We want a reputable farmer in the neigb- 


borhood to put our’rods on his buildings for 
advertising purposes,” the agent would ex- 
plain to the farmer upon driving out to his 
place. 

And the farmer, under the impression that 
he was getting ‘his rods for a mere song, 
would sign a note, which the agent, hurrying 
back to town, would have immediately dis- 
counted at the bank. Later the farmer 
would wake up to the fact that instead of 
paying a small price for the rods he had 
signed a paper fixing the price at a figure 
per foot that in many instances meant nnan- 
cial ruin. 

The newspaper and the telephone, enter- 
ing isolated districts, eventually caused this 
species of sharks to become practically ex- 
tinct, lightning rods today being handled by 
agricultural implement stores and known 
salesmen. 

Lightning does not strike large cities? An- 
other fallacy. One of the most terrible acci- 
dents from lightning recorded in the United 
States took place in Chicago when twelve 
persons were killed by a single stroke under 
the old Robbins pier on Chicago’s lake shore. 
It is true that in the heart of the city, where 
skyscrapers are numerous, lightning is not 80

R. SHAW, no doubt, would, if he 
cared to, find an explanation for the 
popularity of Fanny's First Play 
in Chicago. Those equipped with an 
understanding less cosmic seem to be 
m difficulty regarding it. In London, where 
the proportion of cultured theatergoers is 
even smaller than it is in this heedless neigh- 
borhood, the piece had the advantage of 
ly efficacious advertisement, besides 
its peculiarly English contents. There was 
its production the obvious sub- 
terfuge of anonymity which inspired reams 
of discussion. Then the impious drollery of 
presenting an undignified and comic frieze 
of the leading representatives of London 
dramatic criticism must have caused interest 
ja @ community where the practitioners of 
that art are themselves so interesting.

A Shaw Retrospect. 


We have had twenty years of Shaw—that 
is, of the acted Shaw—in this country: twen- 
ty years for all the purposes of theatrical 
data. It was in 1894 that Richard Mansfield 
gave “Arms and the Man.” He played 
Bluntschli with a keen personal relish of the 
fun and was successful, as he generally was, 
in obtaining from his quite ordinary company 
a performance that carried out the author's 
idea. The records show that the comedy, of 
itself, was not especially successful and 
that ft served merely to carry Mr. Mansfield 
through a season in a part new to his clili- 
entéle. Satire in plays did not thrive here 
twenty years ago: it is hardly to be regarded 
as a staple commodity today; and it is, there- 
fore, not surprising that this highly colored 
fling at the Powers was not then generally 
appreciated. 

— 

A great many sober minded writers con- 
sidered the play Geliberate farce, seeing 
nothing in the fabric save the sheer devices 
of the playwright which afterwards served 
the Viennese librettists in fashioning “ The 
Chocolate Soldier.” Others, discerning the

Why Opera Is C 
Changing the 
Art of Song. 


By Glenn Dillard Gunn. 


N the occasion of the recent revival by 

the forces of the Chicago opera of Me 

zart’s “ Don Giovanni "reference waa 

made by the reviewers to the cass 
engaged in the last performance of the 
work in Chicago by the Metropolitan Opere 
company. This has led to a comparison of 
the great singers of a decade ago and the 
artists to whom we listen with more or less 
pleasure today. It has been asserted by the 
elder generation of opera goers that there 
are to be found at present no singers whe 
are able to serve the art as it was given to 
Mme. Hames, Mme. Nordica, Mme. Sem- 


Reszke, or Plancon to serve it. 
It is protested that these great singers 


appeared from the opera houses of the word: 
that the singers of the present practice cor- 


that are in no way related to vocal art; that 
in consequence another generation of this 
abuse will leave us without singers worthy to 
participate in a Mozart revival. So these 
doletul prophets ask with genuine anxiety: 
Where are we to find new singers who noe 
only have voices but who also can sing?” 

Doubtiess Mr. Campanini and Mr. Gatti- 
Cazazza ask that question even oftener 
and the answer is a puzzling one. For it is 
true that the art of song is changing. How 
can it be otherwise since the intention of 
the composer has altered completely since the 
day of Mozart? When the composer was 
concerned only with the creation of pure 
musical beauty the interpretative artist cul- 
tivated as the expression of that beauty 
a perfect tone and 4 flawless technic. If the 
singers of Mozart's day were masters of 
pure bel canto one may conclude that the 
violinists for whom Correlli, Couperin or 
Popora wrote possessed refinements of style 
unknown to the exponents at the nineteenth 
century school of virtuosity. Indeed, when 
Kreisler plays this old music for us we are 
certain that this was so. 

But there are no Kreislers among the mod- 
ern singers, nor need one wait for a revival 
of classic opera to be convinced of this fact. 
It is necessary only to hear a performance 
of Handels Messiah and to observe how 
rarely the soloists are content to present 
the music objectively. And if the musicians 
of the present have forgotten that it is pos- 
sible for their art to attain expressions of 
beauty to which the interpreter can add noth- 
ing the public is even more firmly persuaded

Dr. Bredius chatacterized the Altman be-

made to the people of any nation. “ The 
quality and value of these pictures are be- 
yond estimate,“ he said. They form a.col- 
lection which would incalculably enrich any 
museum in the world; every citizen of the 
United States owes a debt of gratitude to 
the donor.” 

The attribution to Hans Memling of the 
hitherto anonymous Portrait of a Man 
presented to the institute years ago by J. J. 
Glessner, puts into our catalogue the name 
of one of the most personal and inspired of 
Flemish artists. Memling, who antedated 

Holbein, Dürer, and Raphael by from thirty 
to fifty years and Rembrandt by nearly 
two centuries, accepted the conventions of 
primitive Flemish religious art as they were 
followed by his immediate predecessors, the 
stern Van Eycks and the exact Mabuse. But 
he accepted them with reservations, express- 
ing? in spite of them, a singularly warm and 
fascinating personality. Most ot us have 
seen reproductions of his series of panels 
illustrating the legend of St. Ursula; it hap- 
pens that I used to pore over a book of them 
in early childhood, so that Memling was my 
first old master. Because of this special 
affection I took pains afterwards at Venice 
to get a permit and inspect the wonderful 


old missal preserved in the Venice library, 


the most beautiful book in the world, because 
it was illuminated and profusely illustrated 
by this artist. It was a privilege to handle it 
and become thus intimate with a character

He main- 
tained that the average of excellence was 80 
high and so well sustained that few pictures 
stood out above the others, and that thus the 
critic mistook lack of extravagance for lack 
of distinction. 

Perhaps. The mere printing of one's opin- 
ion increases its carrying power but never 
its value, The writer of criticisms, the pro- 
fessional opinionater, may always be wrong. 
But I confess that exhibitions of the type 
of this qne fill me with a kind ef despair 
which the wildest absurdities of madness 


would not excite, So many men and women 


are doing the same thing, doing it suavely 
politely, ekillfully, according to established 
rules and conventions; and 80 few are strik- 
ing out from the beaten paths to follow im- 
pulses and ideas of their own. 

Almost everything in this show has been 
done before, and done a little, or 4 great 
deal, better. We have landscapes, figures, 
genre, etc., which trace back to the various 


ot western artists, but one may reasonably 
demand, it would seem, the tang of individual 
character and style. 

Among the pictures which seem to stand 
out from the crowd are the following: Fred 
G. Carpenter’s “ Young Girl at Play and 
“The Invalid,” which show a whimsical 
fancy and a delicate instinct for color; Wil- 
liam Forsyth's stormy, richly colored land- 
scapes; Charles F. Galt's sunny Pastoral; 
Pauline Palmer’s portrait of her mother, 
and Fred G. Gray's of his father; ce 
Schille’s admirable water color, Lacemak- 
ing: Maud Squires’ pastels of street 
crowds; L. H. Meakin’s “ A Cloud "; Charles 
A. Corwin's Gray Day in Gloucester Har- 
bor ; Tom P. Barnett's Bal Masqué,” and 
Walter M. Clute’s “ Afternoon Call,” though 
this is not his best work in that kind of genre. 
E. H. Wuerpel's two large night landscapes 
look interesting, but it is almost impossible 
to get a light on them.

An exhibition of Italian landscapes and 
city scenes by Oliver Dennett Grover will 
open at Reinhardt’s next Thursday. The 
pictures are new, though similar in subject 
to those shown by this artist at recent exhi- 
biltions. They prove his skill in presenting 
the softly luminous quality of Italian color. 
and his love of Italian scenery, which al- 
ways picturesquely composes hills, lakes, 
villages, foliage, etc., as if for the special 
behoof of the wandering painter. 

A Frosty Morning in the Apennines” is 
one of the best of these twenty pictures; one 


seems to have had an inkling of this, for it 
was a tossup in her mind whether to be- 
queath her magnificent collection to the 
Louvre or the institute. Indeed, had it not 
been for some fancied incivility on the part 
of one or two Louvre officials, the institute 
would probably never have possessed the 
treasure palaces which they now seal up so 
rigorously. 

Abraham Lincoln always considered him- 
self the plainest of men, and most of his con- 
temporaries seem to have shared his opin- 
fon. Yet his tall, gaunt, strong figure was 
as exceptionally sculpturesque as his char- 
acter was imposing. The con bination has 
proved irresistible to American sculptors, 
who, each and all consider their careers in- 
complete until they have done a Lincoln. 


Now comes Rodin in homage. It is sald . 


that a young American sculptor recently 
showed a number of Lincoln photographs 
to the great Frenchman, whose enthusiasm 
knew no bounds, This man, he said, was, 
physitally, a perfect specimen of one of the 
noblest and rarest human types. In all his 
life of close study and observation Rodin 
had met with few of the type, and none ap- 
proaching the style and quality of the great 
American. He pointed out that one of the 
photographs—a seated figure—was com- 
pletely and heroically scu!lpturesque without 
the alteration of a single detail. 

Since then Rodin also has been longing to 
do a Lincoln. (What American city would 
like to order one from the greatest of living 
sculptors?

OCH widespread interest was mani- 
fested in the article in this column a 
few weeks ago on the matter of small 
generators and mechanical starters 
that a little more light on the former 
topic may be of some service to readers. 

The number of requests for information 
about these affairs leads to the belief that 
those who have old cars have determined 
te equip them with modern parts or acces- 
orie, in so far as is practicable, to bring 
them somewhere near up to date, at least in 
the matter of some conveniences. Many re- 
quests for information about the starters 
and generators have been received, with fur- 
ther requests that Tun Trisuns publish 
a diagram showing how the geverator may 
be installed and wired on an old car. 

Much will depend upon the type of car, the 
manner in which the motor is installed, and 
whether it is get-at-abie in order to connect 
the generator so it may be driven by the 
motor. Where there is room the simplest 
way is to fit the sprocket to the magneto or 
pump shaft and to attach the generator to 
any convenient place to connect a sprocket 
on the pump or magneto shaft with the 
sprocket on the generator. The makers of 
a generator will be able to determine the 
size of the sprockets in order to give the cor- 
rect speed at which the generator should be 
driven. This will be determined after the 
maker knows the normal speed of the motor. 

If it is not possible to fit a sprocket so as 
to use a silent chain, then the generator 
may be fitted at any place where a belt can 
be used to drive it. Belt drive is not so good 
as tl of a chain, because the belt will be- 
compe greasy and will, in addition, stretch, 
requiring taking up frequently. If some 
form of idler pulley can also be fitted, witha 
spring to take up siack, it will work all the 
better and will require little attention ex- 
cept to keep it clean. 

The battery may be installed at any con- 
venient place, but it should be as near the 
generator as possible—for instance, under 
the front seat—in order to avoid long 
stretches of wire and corisequent liability of 


mort circuiting. A switch can be placed on 


the dash, where it will be convenient to the 
operator of the car. 

The diagram for installation herewith 

should serve to show any man handy with 
tools how to Install the entire system. There 
is no rule about running the wires—they 
should be run in the shertest way. In this 
case the wiring is so the battery ts being 
charged while the motor is running and the 
lights are off. When the motor is not run- 
ning the battery will supply current for the 
lights, and when the motor is running the 
current will be direct from the generator to 
the lights, with any surplus going to the bat- 
tery for accumulation. 

In Chicago and many other places the tall 
light must not be connected with the switch, 
as this is prohibited by ordinance. In this 
case the lines can be run directly from the 
binding posts of the battery, having the con- 
nection or switch immediately at the tail 
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Probably 80 per cent of the cyclecars made 


im this country use friction transmissions and 


V beit for transmitting the power to the 
rear wheels. It is, however, little understood 
by the average man who owns an automobile 
or the one who has never owned one and ex- 
pects to have a cyclecar. 
Friction transmission is used because of its 
extreme simplicity, the few number of parts 
required, the little liabgity of getting out of 
order, and finally—and an important matter 
in the production of low priced motor ve- 
hicles—its low cost of manufacture and in- 
It must be remembered all form of clutches, 
such as cone, disk, external, or contracting 
or internal expanding, depend upon friction 
for holding the two parts, the driver and the 
driven, in engagement, but these forms, it is 
true, are less prone to slip than that common- 
ly known as a friction transmission. Yet 
when the latter is correctly designed and 


properly made and installed it will give prac- | 


tically no trouble and is easjly replaced when 
worn beyond successful use. 
Most of the modern friction transmissions 
are arranged so that under normal conditions 
a spring is utilized to hold the disks together 
so as to transmit power, but a spring will not 
do under all conditions. If it is sufficient 
under normal conditions of driving, such as 
where the road is good and not much power 
is required, then it will not transmit the 
‘power required when a heavy load is added. 
Again, if a stiff enough spring is used to 
handle all loads it will tend to bring the disks 
together too severely under normal condi- 
tions and will flatten. the surfaces of the 
driven disk. 7 

Because of the fact that these two condi- 
tions cannot be reconciled with a single pieces 
of apparatus, an auxiliary lever is attached, 
designed to permit the operator to place a 
little more pressure of one disk against the 
other as required and thus transmit as much 
power as needed when bad roads are met. 
Under ordinary conditions the spring will 
take care of the work and the additi lever

lumbus, to Cleveland again, from Cleveland 
to Toledo, from Toledo to Ligonier, Ind., 
from Ligonier back to Columbus, and from 
Columbus to Indianapolis. 

The journey from Indianapolis to San Fran- 
cisco was by way of St. Louis, Kansas City, 
Denver, and Salt Lake City. From San 
Francisco he went north into Oregon and 
Washington, and came down through Idaho 
to Salt Lake City, and thence east to Denver. 
From Denver he drove south to Albuquerque, 
N. M., turned west on the old Santa Fe trail, 
and proceeded by way of the Grand cafion 
to Los Angeles, After that he dropped down 
to San Diego and started eastward from 
there, following the Borderland trail to El 
Paso, Tex. He was engaged in mapping 
routes in Texas—in particular, one from Trin- 
idad, Colo., to Corpus Christi, Tex.—when 
the rain and floods put a stop to his work. Up 
to that time he had covered more than 18,000 
miles. 

Mr. Westgard's method is interesting. He 
keeps a note book in front of him—on the 
wheel, if he is driving the car himself—and 
plots in every town, every curve, every grade 
as he goes along.

New Lisbon, Wis.—[Forward to the Land 
Bureau. LI would like to go to Calgary, Al- 
berta, with a view to engaging in general 
farming. Can you inform me as to the cost 
of making a start at farming, the cost and 
profit of growing wheat, and the best time 
to sow winter wheat in that region? R. B. 

From Heaton’s Annual, a recognized Ca- 
nadian authority, the following statement 
of the amount required to make a start at 
farming, representing the composite views 
of implement men, pratcical farmers, and 
large land companies, is taken: 

“One team of horses, $250 te $500, ac- 
cording to weight; one set of harness, $35 
to $40; one wagon, $80 to $90; sleigh, $35; 
plow, $28; one set of harrows, $20; one set 
of disk harrows, $35; seeder, $85; one mower 
and rake, $95; one reaper and binder, $170; 
other implements, $50 to $75; total, $833 to 
$1,073. Prices vary in different parts of 
the country. The settler might start with 
four cows, $160; four pigs, $15; four good 
sheep, $20; poultry, $10; total, $250. Add to 


this household necessaries. 

The same authority gives the following es- 
timate of the cost of improving land where it 
is done by contract work: 

Breaking. three inches deep, per acre, 
$8 to ; harrowing, each operation, per acre, 
85 cents; disking three times, per acre, $1.50; 
seeding, not including seed, per acre, 80 cents; 
seed per bushel, market price; fencing, per 
mile, three wires, $100 to $125; hauling grain 
from nearest station to land, per mile, per
